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INTRODUCTION 


This volume has been prepared in order to furnish a working tool to 
scholars and others interested in the economic affairs of the Latin-American 
countries. Research of this nature has long been hampered by the lack 
of bibliographical materials. Even in the field of general Latin-American 
bibliography, activity for the most part has been unsystematic and dis- 
continuous (exceptions being made of the work of outstanding individuals 
like Jose Toribio Medina in Chile and Carlos Manuel Trelles y Govin 
in Cuba). Those occupied in collecting titles have seldom classified them, 
so that their presentations have generally appeared as lists of heterogene- 
ous material. 

Complaints of this situation have frequently been expressed. As far 
back as the middle of the nineteenth century, the great Argentine states- 
man, Domingo Faustino Sarmiento, lamented the neglect by his country- 
men of the study and knowledge of their own literature. 1 In more recent 
times, speakers and delegates to the Pan American congresses have em- 
phatically urged the organization of bibliographical enterprises. Don 
Carlos Silva Cruz, director of the Biblioteca Nacional de Santiago de 
Chile, introduced certain proposals to the Second Pan-American Scientific 
Congress with the ultimate object of forming a Pan-American Biblio- 
graphical Union. 2 His overtures were seconded by James Alexander 
Robertson in a paper written for the Panama Centennial Congress in 
June, 192 6. 3 Senor Narciso Binaydn, the Argentine bibliographer, took

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account of the situation in his address to the Third Pan-American Scien- 
tific Congress at Lima, using the words “vastas necropolis ’ 9 to characterize 
the mass of Latin-American literature which has been relegated to oblivion 
by its inaccessibility and the lack of information about it. He complained 
that “every Latin-American city is ignorant, as a rule, of anything pub- 
lished in a neighboring city, and even anything published in the city 
itself a few years before .” 1 

Since the war, bibliographers in several fields have tried, with varying 
success, to bring life into the “necropolis” of literature relating to Latin 
America. Worthy of mention is the work of the German professor Otto 
Quelle, whose “Verzeichnis wissenschaftlicher Einrichtungen , Zeitschriften 
und Bibliographien der iberoamerikanischen Kulturwelt ” 2 and other publi- 
cations are especially helpful. The publications of the several German 
institutes for research in these problems are also familiar to scholars. 
Still another pioneering project is that undertaken by the Hispanic Ameri- 
can Historical Review , which is assembling an extensive current bibli- 
ography. The issues of that periodical have brought to light a great 
many titles of forgotten and neglected works, including lists and compila- 
tions of all degrees of scientific quality . 3 Unfortunately the work has at 
times suffered a lack of system and coordination since the titles have not 
been classified. Moreover, little attention has been devoted to the in- 
ternational character of the literature on Latin America . 4 Yet much the 
same criticism can be directed at the Journal des Americanistes , the 
Revue de /’ Amirique Latine> and the numerous native Latin-American 
historical journals. It is hoped that the recent formation of the Inter- 
American Bibliographical Association in Washington will usher in a new 
era of constructive work. 

Some progress has been made, especially in the United States, by bibli- 
ographers of literature on Latin America belonging to fields other than 
economics: for instance, the belles-lettres, general history, international 
and domestic law, and natural sciences. 

In the sphere of Latin-American belles-lettres the work of the Harvard 
Council on Hispano-American Studies is notable. This Council, under 
the leadership of Professor J. D. M. Ford, has published twelve tentative

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bibliographies, thereby laying foundation for a long series of scholarly 
works . 1 

Historians in the United States have published a number of useful 
bibliographies of the historical literature relating to Latin America . 2 In 
connection with this work they have stressed the need of a program of 
study for this branch of history, as shown in the essays of Bingham, 
Reinsch, Chapman, Hackett, Bolton and other pioneers . 3 

The impulse for bibliographical work in Latin-American legal affairs 
seems to have been furnished by Professor Edwin M. Borchard’s guide 
to the law and legal literature of the A-B-C countries . 4 The American 
Foreign Law Association has helped to complete the picture by preparing 
tentative lists for several other countries, thus providing a framework 
upon which to build in the future . 5 Professor Gordon Ireland’s exten- 
sive bibliography of the legal literature of Cuba also merits attention as 
an important contribution to this field of knowledge . 6

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John Bassett Moore's digest of international law 1 is of great assistance 
to all scholars who are investigating Latin-American problems within its 
scope. Other bibliographers, in the allied sphere of international diplo- 
macy, seem to have been attracted to the literature on the Monroe Doc- 
trine. We may mention the Cuban compendium by C. M. Trelles, 2 the 
German by Herbert Kraus (whose work is characterized by several as 
the best of its kind), 3 and, among the collections by scholars in English 
speaking countries, those by Bradley, 4 Jameson, 5 Hart, 6 and Meyer. 7 
The American conferences have also received attention. The Library of 
the Carnegie Endowment for International Peace (Washington) published 
in 1928 a reading list of titles relating to the Congress of Panama (1826) 
and the first six International Conferences of American States. 8 Three 
years later, under the editorship of James Brown Scott, the Endowment 
published a complete volume, the best source of materials on the inter- 
national conferences held since 1889. 9 

The natural sciences have always favored Latin America as a field of 
investigation. Some of the greatest naturalists — von Humboldt, Darwin, 
St. Hilaire, von Martius, Agassiz, to name a few — have given stimulus 
in this direction. Of recent works, there is Branner's bibliography of 
Brazilian geology, 10 listing over two thousand titles. Sparn has done 
similar work for Argentina; 11 and the treatise on the mineral deposits of 
South America by Miller and Singewald 12 presents a comprehensive list 
of titles at the end of each chapter. 

Thus it appears that several exceedingly useful bibliographies have 
been compiled of the literature on Latin America lying within special 
fields. But, to repeat, no bibliographer has undertaken to make an in-

ventory of the accumulated literature dealing with the economic problems 
of this part of the world, or to keep track of the current literature. More- 
over, the leading economic dictionaries, with few exceptions, have neg- 
lected Latin America. Palgrave’s English Dictionary of Political Economy 
has practically nothing to say about Latin-American economics. The 
W orterbuch der V olkswirtschaft and the Handworterbuch der Staatswissen- 
schaften are equally unsatisfactory. 1 For the student of economics, even 
the general Spanish-American encyclopaedias are inadequate. 2 However, 
more extensive treatment is given the subject in the Encyclopaedia of the 
Social Sciences , 3 * and the Encyclopaedia Britannica. 

This survey is not to be considered a complete inventory; it is simply 
a guide for economists, to whom in general this part of the world has 
been unknown territory. Much remains to be done, but this may be 
regarded as a preliminary representative listing, even though more progress 
has been made in some lines than in others. As the bibliography was 
closed with the year 1932, a short appendix has been added in which will 
be found a selected list of the more important publications coming to the 
editors 5 notice during the years 1933 and 1934. Since the purpose is not to 
describe the books for the bibliographer, but to identify them for the 
student, the titles are given in brief form. Errors are inevitable in a 
pioneer work of this kind, and therefore corrections and criticisms will be 
welcomed. They will be helpful in compiling the second volume now in 
preparation, dealing with the economic literature of Mexico, Central 
America, Panama, and the Caribbean area, and also supplementing this 
first volume. 

The organization and construction of the volume in hand have obviously 
involved much labor. Titles dealing with economic subjects could be 
found only by examining the general field of publications in and about 
Latin America. The literature is partly of foreign origin; each nation 
which has sent men and capital to this region has attempted to accumulate 
knowledge of its economic conditions and possibilities. Therefore, it was 
necessary at the starting point for us to consult numerous general bibli- 
ographies and catalogues, to examine periodicals, and to visit libraries. 

Senator Hiram Bingham generously gave to Mr. Normano, the first 
editor of this book, access to his valuable collection of bibliographical 
notes, now housed in the Yale University Library. This collection, to-

gether with Mr. Normano’s personal memoranda, contributed heavily to 
the volume, and formed its basic material. 

The Harvard University Committee on Research in the Social Sciences 
granted the money to make this study possible.

Miron Burgin, who has taken special charge of the materials on Argentina, 
Uruguay, Colombia, Venezuela, and Peru (with generous help on Peru 
from Professor Jorge Basadre of the University of San Marcos at Lima) 
and Mr. Thomas S. Berry, who has prepared the appendix and taken an 
active part in the revision and final editing. Credit for the work on 
Chile belongs to Miss Ruth Warfield, for that on Bolivia to Mr. N. T.

Mr. Alan K. Manchester of Duke University kindly prepared the intro- 
ductory remarks for Brazil. 
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A. Note on official and semi-official publications. 

A careful perusal of this volume will indicate to the reader that many 
important titles have been omitted. Relatively few government publi- 
cations of Latin-American nations, for example, are included, partly be- 
cause a list of them is already at hand . 1 As for the public documents of 
the United States, every scholar is aware of the extensive bibliographical 
work already done both by the government and by private individuals. 
It is true that some of the publications by the United States Department 
of Commerce, which are indispensable to research in Latin-American 
problems, are mentioned below. For the others the reader is advised to 
consult the various editions of the list of publications put out by the 
Department . 2 In like manner, the reader is referred to the lists of relevant 
works prepared under the auspices of the Pan American Union and its 
forerunners. 

Other titles omitted in order to save space include the publications of 
the League of Nations (wherein the Latin-American countries are usually 
mentioned in connection with general world surveys); publications by 
chambers of commerce, banks, trade associations, committees of bond- 
holders and other semi-public organizations. Unfortunately, no satis- 
factory bibliography of this literature is available . 3 Similarly, the titles 
of articles in periodicals have been excluded unless the articles in question 
are especially pertinent. The same rule applies to accounts of travels 
and local descriptions, in spite of the fact that they are important sources 
of information about certain regions. 

B. Notes on the form of listing. 

Space has not permitted that a title be listed more than once. This 
has an important bearing upon the classification (see below). In general,

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a title furnishes the name of the author (except in cases of anonymous 
publications and works published by an organization without the author’s 
name); the name of the work, reduced to a convenient size if necessary; 
the date and place of publication if known; and the number of pages or 
volumes. Some of the titles listed under “anonymous” may not have 
been truly published in that form. However, the author’s name has 
been listed in every case where it is available. In a small number of 
instances, where the date and place of publication are listed as unknown, 
these data may be printed upon the works in question, but have not been 
furnished us by our secondary sources. Unless otherwise stated, every 
work listed is a pamphlet or a book of one volume. No maps have been 
listed. 

The titles of articles found only in periodicals have generally been listed 
with the appropriate data to guide the reader in locating them. However, 
in some cases where the articles have been reprinted separately, the data 
have been omitted. 

The first edition has been listed in every case where data are available. 
If the edition is a later one, it is so stated. Where a publication has gone 
through a number of regular editions, data for the first and last have been 
included as far as possible. 

It will be noticed that the titles are arranged alphabetically according 
to the names of the authors or organizations. In general, the compound 
surnames, especially common among the Spanish and Portuguese, are 
listed according to the accepted form; in a few cases, however, exceptions 
have been made in order to list the names as they are commonly used in 
reference. For instance, the name: “Bartolome de las Casas” is found 
under “L” as “Las Casas, Bartolome de.” Further, the author’s name 
given is that found upon the title page of the work even though it is a 
pseudonym; and if the author’s real name is available, it is included in 
brackets. This procedure has been adopted in accordance with the ex- 
perience that the name upon the title page usually identifies a book in 
the memory. 

In passing, we may say that it would be unfair to blame the printer 
for all the “typographical errors” in this volume. Many of them were 
imbedded in the materials as they reached us. And we have added our 
share. Since we hope to build upon the framework of this tentative list, 
any corrections which are called to our notice will be deeply appreciated. 

C. Classification by country . 

The first classification of the titles is by country. There are eleven 
headings: one for each of the ten republics in continental South America, 
and “Latin America.” Included under the heading: “Latin America,” 
are the titles of works in the following classes: 
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1. Works dealing with Latin America, Hispanic America, Ibero- 
America, etc.; 

2. Works dealing with South America, the continent; 

3. Works in which considerable space is devoted to two or more 
countries of South America; and 

4. Works dealing with one or more countries of South America and 
also one or more countries of Central America, or the islands of 
the Caribbean, or Mexico. 

In accordance with this system of grouping, tides relating to the region 
known as “La Plata” are generally listed under “Latin America,” in spite 
of the fact that they deal primarily with Argentina in the large majority 
of cases; these publications usually devote a certain amount of space to 
the affairs of Uruguay; sometimes attention is given also to Paraguay, 

It is to be emphasized that in general our classification rests upon the 
subject-matter of the printed material. Works purely theoretical in con- 
tent, however, are placed according to the nationality of the author. 
For example, one will find the theoretical writings of Guillermo Suber- 
caseaux under “Chile — Economic and Social Theory.” But as a matter 
of fact, relatively few exceptions to the rule of classification have been 
induced in this way. 

D. Classification by topic. 

The titles under the division “Latin America” and under each country 
are classified further according to the following plan: 

L Economic and Social Theory . 

II. The Indian Economy. 

III. The Colonial Economy. 

IV. The Period Since Independence. 

A. Economic Conditions (including economic geography) 

B. Travel and Description (works with appreciable economic 
content) 

C. Agriculture (with special sub-classification of the leading 
products of Brazil, and the Argentine animal industry) 

D. Industry (including mining and metallurgy, fishing, extrac- 
tion of petroleum, trusts and cartels). (Special sub-classifi- 
cation of the industries of Chile) 

E. Population (including immigration and colonization) 

F. Labor (including slavery, socialism and cooperation) 

G. Trade 

H. Transportation and Communication (including public utili- 
ties) 

I. Public Finance (including public credit and tariffs) 
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J. Currency and Banking (including stock exchanges and in- 
surance 

K. Capital Migrations 

L. International Economic Relations. 

This system of classification cannot be defended on grounds of logic. 
It is planned primarily to aid the student. Undoubtedly many errors 
have been committed. Even when its contents are well known, it is 
difficult to classify a book or article which lacks homogeneity; and rela- 
tively few works are devoted to one topic exclusively. Much more diffi- 
cult is the classification of works which are not available; in very many 
cases it is bound to be a matter of guesswork. Moreover, the line between 
some of the categories is not broad and well-defined. For example, it is 
not always easy to distinguish between “Trade” and “Transportation and 
Communication.” And in some respects, some of the books under “Travel 
and Description” seem to belong to the category “Economic Conditions.” 

Indeed, the latter distinction becomes one of degree : works which treat 
economic affairs more or less incidentally are listed unhesitatingly under 
“Travel and Description”; those which pay attention exclusively to eco- 
nomic problems surely belong to the other class ; but there is a series of 
gradations between the two extremes. 

Although in most countries the transitions from the “colonial economy” 
was necessarily a gradual one, and although political independence itself 
was not achieved at the same time in all parts of the continent, it became 
necessary for the convenience of compilers and students to fix upon a 
single year as marking the transition to an independent regime. The 
year 1810 was adopted as that celebrated everywhere except in Brazil 
as the date of emancipation. 

In order to avoid duplication, we have chosen the class “Economic 
Conditions” to include all publications devoting a considerable amount 
of space to more than one of the topics in the schedule above. As a result, 
this class contains not only titles of general works, but also the titles of 
works special in character which cut across our classification, as for ex- 
ample those which concern both banking and public finance. 

The question arises: how does one define the inclusiveness of the group 
“International Economic Relations”? The answer is not a simple one, 
since the treatment accorded “Latin America” is not the same, in this 
respect, as that given to any one of the individual countries. The group 
“Latin America — International Economic Relations” contains a relatively 
large number of titles, which represent books falling in either of these 
classes: 

1. Those relating to the economic links between South or Latin America 
and the outside world; and 
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2. Those dealing specifically with Pan-Americanism or Pan-Hispanism, 
and the economic conferences among American states. 

But books concerning the general economic relations among two or 
more republics are listed under “Latin America — Economic Conditions 1 ’; 
similarly, works devoted especially to the financial and commercial con- 
nections among Latin-American nations are placed respectively in the 
classes “Latin America — Public Finance” and “Latin America — Trade.” 
This procedure is in harmony with the rule to place under “Latin America” 
all titles of publications relating to two or more countries belonging to that 
geographical area. 

As a direct consequence of this arrangement, the division labeled “Argen- 
tina — International Economic Relations,” and all others corresponding 
to it, is much less inclusive; it contains only the titles concerning the re- 
lations between the nation itself and a nation or nations in some other 
part of the world.

Relatively few works on general economic and social theory have been produced by 
South America, and most of these, having special reference to the countries of which 
the authors were native, will be found listed elsewhere. Economic treatises have been 
preoccupied almost wholly with the analysis of practical problems, in such fields as 
finance, agriculture and immigration. For general theory dependence has largely been 
placed upon the writings of Europe and the United States. Important essays of a 
sociological nature are those cited below by Alvarez, La transjormaciSn de las razas (5), 
Bomfim, O parasitismo social (10), Bunge, Nuestra Amirica (11), and Terdn, El naci - 
miento de la Amirica espanola (30). The best general survey of the history of the 
social sciences in South America is that contributed by Bernard (8) to the recently 
published Encyclopaedia of the Social Sciences.

The colonial economy of South America still calls for much research, and no ade- 
quate general description is available. Levene, La politica econSmica de Espana en 
AmSrica (81) should be read, and the appropriate chapters in Bourne, Spain in America 
(54) deserve attention. General treatises on the Spanish colonial system may be found 
in the cited works by Lannoy and vander Linden (76b), Leroy-Beaulieu (76c), and 
Zimmermann (115a). Campillo y Cosio, Nueva sistema (57) is a penetrating analysis 
of the principal shortcomings of the Spanish colonial regime by an intelligent eighteenth 
century statesman, and Arias y Miranda, Examen critic o-hist&rico (48) although written 
seventy years ago is a stimulating essay. For descriptions of the organization of trade 
with the Spanish colonies see the writings of Anttinez y Acevedo (46), Artinano y de 
Gald£cano (49), Haring (73) and Veitia Linage (hi a). Dahigren, Les relations com - 
merciales et maritimes (63) is also an excellent monograph for the period it covers. 
The best work on the negro slave trade, Scelle, La traite nSgribe (104b) is one of the 
outstanding contributions of modern scholarship. 

For gold and silver mining and its influence upon Europe and upon colonial America, 
one should consult the writings of Hamilton (68), Haring (69), Lexis (80), and Soetbeer 
(457), and for studies of other colonial industries Berro, La agricultura colonial (51) 
and the respective volumes of Cappa, Estudios criticos (58). The reader will often 
find valuable information in early geographical Relaciones (78, 82), and in the descrip- 
tions by travelers such as Davie (64), Frazier (66), Helms (74), Humboldt (76a), and 
Ulloa (109-m).

ECONOMIC CONDITIONS SINCE INDEPENDENCE

For economic conditions in the period since the achievement of independence the 
literature is abundant, but systematic treatises are few and far between, and no general 
economic history of modern South America has been written. As many of the titles 
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listed below refer to conditions narrowly limited in time and space, the student must 
choose from this section such entries as meet his particular needs. Much information, 
moreover, is incidental to the descriptions by travelers, and is therefore to be found 
under the rubric: Travel and Description. Reference should also be made to the 
corresponding sections for individual countries. 

Among the best dozen volumes describing conditions as found at intervals during 
the period 1830-1930 are the following, arranged in chronological order: Wappaus 
(275-277), Mulhall (224), Arcos (124), Hadfield (190), Aubert (125), Scruggs (257), 
Avenel (127), Sievers (262), Bowman (140), Cooper (1 66), Crowther (168), Jones (197), 
and Michels (221). Of very recent publications one of the most stimulating is Normano, 
The struggle for South America (227). 

There are several excellent treatises on the economic geography of South America. 
Montenegro Col6n, Geografia general (222a) is a remarkable achievement for its time, 
and the importance of Reclus (240) need not be stressed. More recent works of dis- 
tinction are those of Keane (200), Shanahan (259), and Whitbeck (279). An outstand- 
ing book in its special field is Miller and Singewald, The mineral deposits of South 
America (222). 

One of the most important events for its far reaching consequences in the history 
of South America since independence was the War of the Pacific. For the economic 
background of the War and the aftermath, the writings of Barros Borgoiio (133), Bulnes 
(143), Dennis (765, 7 66), and L6pez (208) should be consulted.

The writings of travelers are often the best sources of information regarding economic 
problems in South America. Those treating of a single country must be sought for 
in the section devoted to it. Titles appearing in the following list refer to two or more 
republics. Among the best for the decades before 1850 are the volumes by Caldcleugh 
(308), Haigh (343), Hall (344), Head (347), Miers (371) and Sutcliffe (407). Useful 
descriptive works of more recent date are almost too numerous to receive adequate 
mention in a short preliminary note. Bryce, South America : observations and impressions 
(3°3)f though published in 1912 is still one of the best works of its kind. Those relat- 
ing to the region or period in which the reader is especially interested can easily be 
gleaned from the titles which follow.

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As stated in the introductory Key to the Bibliography, this group contains titles 
of books relating to the economic links between South or Latin America and the out- 
side world, and of those dealing specifically with Pan Americanism or Pan Hispanism 
and the economic conferences among American states. 

The best available single volume on the history of South America’s relations with 
the rest of the world is Rippy, Latin America in world politics (904), although its con- 
tent is chiefly political. An outstanding work of more general import is Alvarez, 
South America; ensayo de psicologia politic a (706). For relations between the United 
States and South America the reader should consult the historical surveys of Robertson 
(907) and Stuart (938), and the discussions in Haring, South America looks at the United 
States (804), Inman, Problems in Pan Americanism (813), and Pinochet, The gulf of 
misunderstanding (885). Two excellent recent statements in regard to United States 
policy toward the Latin American republics are Buell (743) and Cumberland (762). 
For the impact upon South America of the World War and its aftermath, see Martin, 
Latin America and the War (845) and Kelchner, Latin American relations with the 
League of Nations (820). 
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The history of the Pan-American movement may be followed in Fried, Pan-Amertka: 
Entwicklung , Umfang und Bedeutung, etc. (779) and Gil, EvoluciSn del P anamericanismo 
(792a), supplemented by the documents printed in Scott, The international^ conferences 
of American states (925). A critical examination of Pan Americanism by a distinguished 
Spanish publicist appears in Barcia Trelles, Doctrina de Monroe y cooperacidn inter - 
nacional (71 S), and an excellent recent restatement of United States policy in inter- 
American affairs in Hughes, Our relations to the nations of the Western Hemisphere (809). 
The legal implications of Pan Americanism are discussed in Alvarez, Le droit international 
amSricain (707a) and Urrutia, Le continent amSricain et le droit international (95 5). 

Political and military intervention by the United States in the area of Central 
America and the Caribbean during the early decades of the present century has occa- 
sioned loud protest from Latin American intellectuals and publicists, which in its 
more energetic forms may be followed in Blanco Fombona (734, 7 35), Fabela (773) > 
Merlos (853), Pereyra (879), Prado (891), Rodo (908), Ugarte (950, 952) and Vargas 
Vila (962). To Pan Americanism, which many of these writers interpret as merely a 
cloak for the political and economic imperialism of the United States in the western 
hemisphere, Spaniards during the past thirty years have opposed the ideal of Pan- 
Hispanism, under the spiritual (and economic ?) hegemony of Spain. The Pan Hispanic 
movement is reflected in the writings of Altamira (703-70 5), Berenguer (731), Carranza 
( 7 S 3 )j Labra (824-827), and Posada (888, 889), and in its more violent manifestations 
in Araquistain (71 1) and Ghiraldo (790).

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ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL THEORY 


See also Argentina — Population^ Labor , Public Finance , and Currency and Banking 

No history of economic or social theory in Argentina has been written. The student 
must revert either to monographic studies dealing with certain periods in the history 
of the nation, or else to works which reflect contemporary economic and social thought. 
The following works, consideration of which would seem to be necessary for any stu- 
dent in this field, may be grouped under the first heading. Flairoto’s Mariano Moreno 
(1009) is an exhaustive study of Moreno, the economist, and his times. Gondra’s 
Las ideas econbmicas de Belgrano (1018) is somewhat less thorough, but is nevertheless 
a useful review of the ideals which motivated the precursors of Argentine independ- 
ence. Ingenieros’ La evolucibn de las ideas argentinas (1024) is an extremely well-done 
history of the socio-economic currents in Argentina during the first four decades of 
independence; it is well documented and contains much information otherwise unob- 
tainable except in the archives. Lamas’ Rivadavia (1038) is a useful analytical study, 
although not all the author’s propositions relative to the historical evolution of Argen- 
tina seem to be warranted. Levene’s Ensayo histbrico sobre la revolucibn (1040) may 
be compared to Ingenieros’ study: it is scholarly, well written and well documented. 
Ayarragaray’s La anarquia argentina (989) is a brilliant, if somewhat impassioned 
analysis of the peculiarities in the social structure of Argentina. All the books in this 
first class, with the possible exception of the last named, are, it will be noticed, mono- 
graphic studies dealing with certain historical periods. 

To gain an understanding of Argentine economic and social theory the student must 
also give attention to works which reflect contemporary thought. These form our 
second class. We may mention the following authors: Manuel Belgrano (991, 99 2 ); 
Mariano Moreno (1056); Esteban Echeverna (1007); Domingo Faustino Sarmiento 
(1074); and Juan Bautista Alberdi (979). Each of these men exercised considerable 
influence upon the formation of economic and social thought in Argentina. In con- 
cluding we may also mention several modern writers, who should be consulted: Belisario 
Montero (1053), Alejandro Ruzo (1072), Andres M£spero Castro (1048), and Jos6 
A. Campos (996).

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COLONIAL ECONOMY

The best study on colonial Argentina is Levene’s Inoestigaciones (1099); it is very 
useful and well documented, although somewhat fragmentary. The Inoestigaciones 
represents a pioneer attempt at historical generalizations on the subject. Garcia’s 
La ciudad indiana (1096) is a suggestive study of the social and economic life of the 
period; it is, however, sparsely documented. Among the contemporary accounts, 
Wiicocke’s History oj the viceroy alty ( 1 1 1 4) merits attention; it combines description 
in some detail with useful data on the commerce of the colony. The student of fiscal 
problems can gather much material from Levillier’s Antecedentes (1102), an extensive 
collection of documents. Levene’s La moneda colonial del Plata (1100), a short but 
illuminating discussion, contains hitherto unpublished documents in an appendix.

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ECONOMIC CONDITIONS SINCE INDEPENDENCE 

See also Argentina — Travel and Description 

A comprehensive economic history of Argentina is yet to be written. The fairly 
considerable literature of the period since independence is largely descriptive: the 
historical moment is treated rather incidentally. It is for this reason and also because 
of the uneven quality of the literature that a chronological treatment of the material 
seems to be the most appropriate. 

One of the best accounts of Argentine economy during the first quarter of the 19th 
century is Nunez* fairly authoritative Noticias histSricas (1241). The link between 
this period and that of Rosas* dictatorship is provided by Alvarez* Estudio sobre las 
guerras civiles (1123), a very able analysis of the economic problems with which Argen- 
tina, especially Buenos Aires, was confronted. The economic literature of the Rosas 
period is scanty and controversial; the two outstanding works, Mexia’s Rosas y su 
tiempo (1233) and Quesada’s La Spoca de Rosas (1254), are not entirely free from po- 
litical bias. Mexia*s study contains useful information on Rosas* economic and finan- 
cial policies; but one must be careful in accepting his interpretation. Quesada is more 
impartial. His study is analytical in scope and method, tracing the country’s social 
evolution step by step without underestimating the importance of the economic factor. 
For the period immediately following Rosas* administration two studies should be 
consulted: Martin de Moussy’s Description glographique (1226), and Andree’s Buenos 
Aires und die argentinische Provinzen (1126). The former is an outstanding work of 
its kind. Although the economic section seems disproportionately small and somewhat 
sketchy, the information it presents is reliable and well arranged. Andree’s work is 
less extensive, but nevertheless interesting mainly because of its discussion of Argen- 
tina’s trade with Germany and other countries. Guilaine’s La Ripublique Argentine 
(1191) merits attention of students interested in the latter part of the century. The 
book is readable, and the material organized well and presented objectively. For the 
period preceding the world war, Latzina’s La Argentina (1216) and Martinez’ The 
Argentine in the XX century (1228) should be consulted. The former is a detailed statis- 
tical description of the Argentine economy, based upon the 1895 census; the latter 
is a vivid analysis of the country’s economic structure. Both studies contain moder- 
ately long series of comparative statistical data. To these works may be added Gan- 
cedo’s La Argentina , su evolucibn (1183) which although it lacks somewhat in originality 
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and independence of thought, is a good statement of Argentina's economic and po- 
litical evolution. The literature dealing with the period since 1914 is rather large, but 
on the whole not of the highest quality, partly because few of the writers are trained 
economists. From among the mass of works several may be singled out. The economic 
development of the Argentine Republic (1287) issued by Tornquist y Compania is a very 
good review; it contains a large body of accurate though unofficial statistical data, 
some of which carry back as far as 1880. Bunge's two studies: Los problemas econSmicos 
(1154), and La economic argentine (1152), are indispensable to the understanding 
of contemporary Argentina. The first is a stimulating work, quite modern in its ap- 
proach to monetary and price problems, but weak in historical perspective. In La 
economic argentine , Bunge aims to give a synthesis of the national economy, but he 
pays insufficient attention to theoretical considerations. Nevertheless, because of its 
wealth of information, the book is extremely useful. There are a few studies by foreign 
writers which should not be omitted from the reader’s list. Hellauer’s Argentinten 
(1198) is a collection of informative and objective articles on various aspects of the 
country's economic life. In Souweine's V Argentine (1281), a very good study of 
Argentina's industrial structure, the discussion is cogent and stimulating, although 
colored with optimism. Denis’ La RSpublique Argentine (1168) is a well organized 
study of the geography and economy of the country. The following works describing 
the economic life in particular provinces of the Republic are recommended principally 
for the information contained therein: Salas’ La agricultura (1265), Carrasco's Inter eses 
nacionales (1160), and Albarracin’s Bosquejo histbrico (1116). 
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TRAVEL AND DESCRIPTION 

See also Argentina — Economic Conditions 

The literature in this section recommends itself to the economist primarily because 
it depicts the social and political aspects of the nation’s evolution. The early works 
are especially useful since they contain economic data otherwise unobtainable or not 
readily accessible. Among these Beaumont’s Travels (1338), the Robertsons’ Tetters 
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on South America (1402), and Parish’s Buenos Ayres (1394) are outstanding for their 
accuracy and thorough knowledge of the habits and customs of Argentine society. 
For information on the period between 1850 and 1880, the student is directed to Belmar’s 
brief study; Les Provinces de la FSdlration Argentine (1341), Armaignac’s Voyages 
( J 33 2 )> interesting mainly for its emphasis upon the rural sections, and Napp’s Die 
Argentinische Republik (1391), a detailed and well organized description of the country 
as a whole. Some of the best travel works have been written during the period of 
Europe’s intensive penetration into Argentina. Daireaux’ La vie et les moeurs & la 
Plata (1354) is an impartial survey of the economic, social, and political life. Aurignac’s 
Trois ans chez les Argentins (1334) is a vivid account of travels in the interior. A very 
good description of Argentina may be found in Bernardez* Viajes (1343), an authorita- 
tive description of economic and social conditions in several of the provinces. Of the 
more recent publications, the following may be singled out: Walle’s V Argentine (1419), 
a systematic description by provinces and territories, liberally supplied with statis- 
tical data; Albertini’s L\ Argentine (1322), a brief account of the more important aspects 
of Argentine economy; and Hirst’s Argentina (1371), a useful and sober narrative. 
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AGRICULTURE 

See also Argentina — Economic Conditions , and Labor 

Agriculture and allied industries occupy a prominent place in the economic litera- 
ture on Argentina. Among the large number of books written on various agricultural 
topics there are several monographs of high quality. A very detailed description of 
Argentine agriculture in its early period of expansion is to be found in Latzina’s Lin - 
dustrie et V ilevage dans la RSpublique Argentine (1531), a study based upon data ob- 
tained from the census of 1888. Though little more than descriptive, the work is 
useful in that it focuses attention upon the salient aspects of the problem. To the 
same category belongs Fliess’ La produccidn agricola (1495), which gives a description 
of agriculture and the live stock industry in 1891. Much useful information on Argen- 
tine farming may be obtained from Bernardez’ The Argentine estancia (1453), a very 
readable piece of work by a competent observer. 

Methods of production and marketing form the subject of many works, of which 
several are outstanding for analysis and content. Hermes’ Zur Kenntnis der argen - 
tinischen Landwirtschajt (1518) is an excellent presentation of the main characteristics 
of Argentina’s agricultural industries; with well chosen statistical and other data, the 
discussion is pertinent throughout. Jessen’s Lie Agrarproblem in Argentina (1526) is 
a broad and stimulating survey, based upon authoritative statistical material. The 
fact that international aspects of the problem are not lost sight of makes the study 
especially valuable. A very good analysis of the country’s most important industry 
is available in Nemirovsky’s Estructura econSmica y orientaciSn (1553). For more 
informal descriptions of Argentine farming and farming methods the student should 
consult Pilsach (1564), Schultze (1575), Holm (1521), Pfannenschmidt (1562, 1561), 
and Campolieti (1467, 1469). 

The structural aspects of agriculture in Argentina are very ably discussed in Podesti’s 
La pequena propiedad rural (1565) and Cdrcano’s OrganizaciSn de la produccibn (1472). 
The former is a discussion of the evolution of small scale farming, and the latter an 
analysis of the financial problems of small scale agriculture. 

The extremely important question of public lands has received expert treatment 
in C&rcano’s Evoluctdn histdrica (1471) and Rivarola’s Tierras del estado (1570). 
Cdrcano’s is undoubtedly the best discussion of the subject. Rivarola’s is a sugges- 
tive analysis of the economic basis of land legislation. Early trends in Argentine land 
legislation are very ably analyzed in Coni’s La verdad sobre la enfiteusis (1481), a very 
competent piece of work. 

Of works specially devoted to the cattle industry, there are several which deserve 
mention. Rey de Castro’s Apuntes sobre la ganaderia (1613) is a good descriptive 
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study, based upon original sources* There is also available a historical survey of the 
industry in Mendoza’s Historia de la ganader'ta (1606). The student interested in the 
development of the sheep industry should consult Gibson’s History and present state 
of the sheep breeding industry (1603). 
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See also Argentina — Economic Conditions 

The best general description of Argentina’s industrial structure is Bunge’s Las 
industrias del norte (1626), which can serve as a point of departure for the student. 
For more intensive study of particular industries, special monographs should be con- 
sulted. Richelet’s Ganaderia e industria frigorifica (1672), Ferre tti’s V industria delle 
cami (1639), and Ometre’s Industrie jrigorifique (1659) are recommended. In addition 
there is the very interesting and stimulating article by Jessen in Schmoller’s Jahrbucher 
(1650). For a detailed description of the hide industry see Ugarteche’s Las industrias 
del cuero (1681). The sugar industry is extensively dealt with in Schleh’s La industria 
azucarera (1677a), a very able and competent study. His other works (1675, 

1677), as well as Lahitte’s La industria azucarera (1652), should also be consulted. 
Little has been written on the industrial aspects of oil and mining. The legal aspects 
are adequately analyzed in Velarde’s Las minas de petrSleo (1686) and in LegislacUn 
de minas (1643) by Genser and Barrenchea. Mendez’ Petr 6 leos argentinos (1655) is a 
short description of the oil resources of the country. For information on the lumber 
industry the student is directed to Castro’s Las maderas argentinas (1633). 
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See also Argentina — Economic and Social Theory , Indian Economy , Economic 
Conditions , Travel and Description , and Labor 

Much of the discussion about Argentina’s population problems centers around im- 
migration and the closely related question of colonization. Probably the best studies 
on immigration are Alsina’s two monographs: La inmigraciSn en el primer siglo (1694) 
and La inmigraciSn europea (1695). The first of these, a well documented historical 
analysis of the flow of immigrants into the country, considers adequately both the 
juridical and economic aspects of the problem. The second is an analytical study 
of the composition of the immigrant population. Ample statistical material and 
numerous charts help to make it extremely useful. 

For an intelligent discussion of Argentine colonization see Gomez Langenheim’s 
ColonizaciSn (1732) and Jefferson’s Peopling the Argentine Pampa (1743). The latter, 
despite its informality, is probably the best discussion of the subject. Langenheim’s 
is a critical review of Argentina’s settlement policy; its chapters on legislation are 
especially valuable to the economist. 

The position of the various national groups in Argentina’s economy is a much dis- 
cussed topic. The student’s attention is directed to Wolff’s Die Bedeutung des Frem - 
denelementes (1790), a short but stimulating statement in most general terms, and 
Bunge’s La inferioridad de Jos argentinos (1707), an interesting study of the economic 
status of the native population. For discussions dealing with particular population 
groups the student is advised to consult Scardin (1776), Berne (1701), Monner (1759), 
Regel (1771), Battolla (1700) and others. 
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LABOR 

See also Argentina — Economic and Social Theory , Economic Conditions , 
Agriculture , Industry , Population 

The literature on labor problems in Argentina is comparatively small: there are 
very few factual studies or general works available. For the most part the material 
is fragmentary and crude. The best account of labor conditions is Bialet y Masset’s 
Informe sobre el estudio de las clases obreras (1801), an extensive and painstaking in- 
vestigation of the labor stituation in the interior of the Republic, which should prove 
extremely useful to the economist. Alsina’s El obrero (1793) deals largely with labor 
in the coastal provinces. It is a useful compilation of labor laws, with some statistical 
data on wages, cost of living, etc., included. Some further data can be found in Gon- 
zalez* El encarecimiento de la vida (1828), a well written study of the condition of the 
laboring classes. A general though somewhat unsympathetic analysis of the evolution 
of socialism and labor legislation in Argentina is presented in Ayarragaray’s Socialismo 
argentino (1800). The economist should also consult Amadeo's Los sindicatos profesi - 
onales (1794), which expresses the views of the more liberal classes of Argentine society. 
On cooperatives there are two good studies by Domingo B6rea: La mutualidad y co- 
operativismo (1804), and Tratado de cooperaciSn (1805). The first is a detailed elabora- 
tion of statistical data contained in the census of 1914. The second is a monographic 
study of the theoretical and juridical aspects of the cooperative movement. It is 
well documented and authoritative. 
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TRADE 

See also Argentina — Economic Conditions , Transportation and Communication , 
and International Economic Relations 

Most of the literature in this section deals with foreign trade. Its legal aspects are 
analyzed in Rodriguez* Tratados de protecciin (1922) and in Pillado’s Comentarios 
(1914), a short systematic review of commercial treaties. There are several good 
works dealing with commercial policy. First we may mention Pillado’s Politica comer - 
cial (1915), a collection of essays which, though not scholarly, are illuminating since 
they reflect the conflicting interests of the various economic groups within the country. 
A very good statement of the protectionist point of view can be found in Villafane’s 
La miseria de un pais rico (1933). The competitive aspects of Argentina’s import 
trade are briefly discussed in Eder’s International commerce and competition in the 
Argentine Republic (1887). The material basis of the country’s export economy is 
very ably presented by Schmidt in his Die agrarische Exportwirtsckaft Argentintens 
(1927). The study is well documented and authoritative, and the analysis is of the 
first order. There are several good discussions dealing with Argentina’s meat export 
trade. Perhaps the best are Richelet’s two works: La ganaderia argentina (1921) and 
The Argentine meat trade (1920). The former is an extensive historical study of the 
expansion of the Argentine meat trade and is easily the best discussion of the subject 
available. The latter is a collection of essays on the country’s position in the world 
meat trade. Another good study of Argentine meat trade is Cerda’s ExportaciSn 
de carnes (1882); it is a detailed description of the various phases of domestic market- 
ing and exports. Very little has been written on the domestic trade. One book which 
deserves mention is Acevedo’s Ensayo histdrico (1861), a brief essay concerning the 
development of commercial legislation. 
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The best statement of the development of Argentine transportation since colonial 
times is Cdrcano’s Historia de los medios de comunicaciSn (1942). It is well documented 
and contains much information otherwise unobtainable. Brady’s Railways of South 
America (1939), a very good monographic study, contains valuable material on rail- 
way finance. Bunge’s Ferrocarriles argentinos (1941) is a useful compilation of railway 
statistics. The legal aspects of railway building and transportation form the topic 
of several notable studies. Saavedra Lamas’ Los ferrocarriles ante la legislaciSn position 
argentina (i960) merits the student’s attention, because in his detailed discussion of 
the relations between the railroads and the government, the author employs the case 
method. Another study of high quality is Tissone’s LegislaciSn ferroviaria (1969). 
Though the work is primarily of a legal character, the economic aspect is not wholly 
neglected. In conclusion we may mention Corvaldn’s JurisdicciSn administrate en 
los ferrocarriles (1947). 
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The best works on Argentina’s public finance are Avellaneda’s Finanzas (1984) 
and Lorini’s La Republica Argentina . . . (2031). The former is a detailed and au- 
thoritative discussion in which various problems are treated from the historical point 
of view; and the latter is a comprehensive, scholarly and well organized analysis of

Argentina's financial mechanism. Schmitz's Die Finanzen Argentiniens (2088) is a 
concise and useful study based upon original sources well chosen and systematically 
arranged. The more general aspects of Argentine finance are very ably presented 
in Terry's Finanzas (2093) and J£ze*s Las finanzas publicas (2022). Terry’s book, a 
collection of lectures given at the University of Buenos Aires, is a competent discussion 
of the theory of the subject, based upon Argentine practice. A short history of Argen- 
tine finances is given in an appendix. Jeze’s lectures present a broad but stimulating 
analysis of some of the problems of Argentina’s financial methods and practices. The 
mechanism of budget making is extensively analyzed in Martinez* El presupuesto 
nacional (2038); the study is well planned and liberally documented with official sta- 
tistical data. For a discussion of the more specific problem of taxation, the student 
is directed to Vedia y Mitre’s El regimen tributario (2104) and Lopez Varela's El rigimen 
tmpositivo (2030). Lopez Varela’s treatise is a very clear exposition of the legal aspects 
of the taxation system, while Vedia’s treatment of the problem is primarily historical. 
Considerable factual material is to be found in Bunge’s Riqueza y renta (1993); it 
should prove very useful to the student of Argentina’s national wealth. Two other 
works of descriptive character should not be omitted from mention. One is Angelis* 
Memoria (1973), which is a very good account of the state of public finance in Argen- 
tina (the province of Buenos Aires) in the early ’thirties. The other is Agote’s Informe 
(1971), a comprehensive and elaborate report on the financial situation of the country. 
The usefulness of this work cannot be overestimated; its very rich factual material 
is authoritative and well arranged. For the latter part of the 19th century, Quesada’s 
Las finanzas (2064) should be consulted. The student of Argentina’s foreign debts is 
directed to Pena’s La deuda argentina (2054), which is a careful and detailed com- 
pilation of much of the material pertaining to Argentine foreign debt contracts. Based 
entirely upon first-hand sources, it is indispensable as a reference book. In conclusion, 
we may mention three works dealing with the finances of the provinces: Rebora’s 
Las Finanzas de Buenos Aires (2070), a very good historical presentation of the pro- 
vincial finances; Sarasketa’s El sistema rentistico de Buenos Aires (2087), an analytical 
exposition and critique of the taxation system of the province; and Las finanzas de 
CSrdoba (2071), by Manuel E. Rio, a study done in the scholarly manner. 
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Of the many works dealing with Argentine banking, Vedia’sE/ banco nacional (2288) 
is probably the best. In this very competent piece of work, the author gives a detailed 
history of the Bank for the period 1810-1854, based largely upon material from ar- 
chives. Pinero’s La moneda , el crcdito y los buncos (2245) is considerably broader in 
scope, covering the general banking history of the nation. It is an intelligent analysis 
of the various factors in the evolution of Argentine banking, and its usefulness cannot 
be overestimated. In his La crisis , 1885-1892 (2280), Terry presents a very satis- 
factory discussion of the issues and problems of that important period. The book 
contains helpful information on the Baring panic and also offers an interesting inter- 
pretation of its subject matter. For a brief and well written analysis of monetary 
and banking policy of the national government, the student is directed to Ramm 
Doman’s Politica monetaria (2258). Lamas’ report on the local banks in the provinces 
and territories (2203a) is a fertile source of information. 

There are several notable studies devoted to currency problems. Terry’s brief dis- 
cussion: Cuestiones monetarias (2282) furnishes an interesting review of the monetary 
history of the country. The legal aspects of Argentina’s inconvertible currency are 
treated in a summary way in Alcorta’s comparative study: Estudio sobre el curso 
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forzoso (2110). The economic aspects are thoroughly analyzed in two works: Williams* 
Argentine international trade (2292), and Wolff’s Das argenttnische Wahrungsrej orm 
(2294). The former, though primarily a study of international trade, contains an 
excellent discussion of the economic background of the country’s currency structure 
and foreign exchange mechanism. It is authoritative and stimulating, combining 
rich factual material with consistent theoretical reasoning. Wolff’s book is an able 
analysis of the political and economic forces which conditioned the monetary reform 
of 1899. Other notable studies of currency problems include Pinero’s La conversibn 
del billete (2246) and Rosso’s La caisse de conversion (2263). 

The student of finance will find it necessary to consult Bidabehere’s Bolsas y mer- 
cados de comercio (2145), a history of the Argentine exchanges, and Martinez* Les 
valeurs mobilises (2226), a well done study of some of the leading investment issues 
of the country. 

The Bank of the Province of Buenos Aires occupies a prominent place in the litera- 
ture. One of the best studies is Casarino’s El Banco de la Provincia (2161). The 
historical part of this volume is especially valuable, since the author had access to 
the archives of the Bank. Other works of merit are Lamas’ Estudio htstSrico y cienttfico 
del Banco (2202) and Garrigos’ El Banco (2181). The latter cites a great deal of fac- 
tual material. 
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and Banking 

There are several works dealing with the problem of foreign capital investments, 
though most of them are not of very high quality. Much of the information is con- 
tained in short articles scattered in various periodicals, and since the problem itself 
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is somewhat controversial, the results of the investigations are open to doubt. One 
of the best available studies in this field is Halsey’s brief Investments in Latin America 
British investments are discussed briefly in the Times Trade- and Engineering 
Supplement (2322). Some information on the early period of British capital expansion 
in Argentina may be gained from Head’s Reports relating to the failure of the Rio Plata 
Mining Association (2314). For a good though somewhat antiquated discussion of 
French investments, the student is directed to Corvetto’s Les industries frangaises & 
Buenos Aires (2309). 
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The investigator of the economic history of this remote country is seriously handi- 
capped by the dearth of materials. He must depend almost entirely upon the works 
of foreign writers, for the small native literature is generally political in bias and limited 
in scope and reliability. Among the earlier generally descriptive works we may cite 
Bach (2405), Dalence (2374), Menendez (2380), Orbigny (2 385), and Weddell (2444, 
2445). Later works include Schurz (2396), a most useful compilation, Bresson (301), 
Harms Espejo (2378), Herzog (2424), Omiste (2431), Walle (2443), and Zalles (2446a). 
These should be supplemented by the appropriate government publications, the most 
valuable of which are the Census and the Statistical Abstract ( Cf . Appendix). Ogilvie’s 
authoritative handbook (228, Latin America), with its excellent bibliography, is in- 
dispensable to the student of Bolivian agriculture. The careful studies by McBride 
(2450) and Pfannenschmidt (2389) are also very helpful. Ballivian’s monographs 
(2460-2464) contain a great deal of information on Bolivia’s leading industries. The 
same can be said of Blanco’s Monograjta (2465) in which, however, as is the case with 
many other Bolivian works, the general assertions must be used with caution. The 
writings of L6pez pertaining to the petroleum industry (2471, 2471a) also suffer from 
a lack of objectivity- For recent developments in the mining industries, the student 
should consult the appropriate trade journals. The population of Bolivia has been 
studied carefully from different points of view by Bandelier (2480), Bowman (2481, 
2482), Chervin (2483), and Nordenskiold (2489, 2490). Alcides Arguedas’ pessimistic 
monograph (2479) has been selected as a good example of “national sociology.” 
The improvement of transportation facilities, a burning question in Bolivia, is treated 
most satisfactorily in Bowman’s articles (2504, 2505), and Sisson’s report (2525). The 
national financial problems are considered at some length in the study by Gutidrrez 
Guerra (2533a). Information on the finances of the country up to 1879 may be gleaned 
from Rojas’ history (2542); McQueen (2537) gives a satisfactory account of recent 
developments. The latter should also be consulted for data on contemporary banking, 
together with Elias’ Finanzas prdcticas (2554). Halsey (2564a) furnishes us with an 
authoritative summary of the foreign investments in Bolivia. However, the most 
thorough analysis of this subject available is Marsh’s The Bankers in Bolivia (2565), 
the usefulness of which is greatly enhanced by its review of the general economic situ- 
ation and its bibliography and references. 
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ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL THEORY 
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Economic and social theory has attracted scant attention among Brazilian writers. 
Such material is journalistic in character or it is the incidental production of specialists 
in other fields. No surveys and few serious monographs have been published. Good 
examples of the journalistic type are Lacerda Werneck, Ideas sobre colonizagdo (2590), 
and Joao Francisco Lisboa, Obras (2592). The former published his ideas on the gen- 
eral principles which govern population growth in the Jornal do Commercio. The 
latter developed a method for civilizing Indians opposed to that advanced by the 
great Varnhagem. Illustrations of the incidental type are: Bevilaqua (2577-78); 
Pandid Calogeras (2599); and Romero (2606). 

Some few monographs of value have appeared. Silva Lisboa (2609-15) instituted 
the study of economics and mercantile law in Brazil. Rated in Portugal and Brazil 
as a great teacher and economist he became the principal adviser to the government 
on economic matters from 1808 to 1835. Rodrigues de Brito (2605) on the colonial 
economy of Bahia; Sturz (2618-20), the German engineer and humanitarian, on the 
effect of machines on society; and Teixeira Mendes (2621), the disciple of Auguste 
Comte, on Benjamin Constant and positivism in Brazil are worthy of attention. Elysio 
de Carvalho (2582-83) and Tristao de Athayde (2572-74) attempt to analyze twentieth 
century social problems. Perhaps, next to Silva Lisboa, the most ambitious work 
listed is that of Bomfim (2579-80), who in three stout volumes seeks to trace through 
the social, economic, racial, environmental, and historical developments in Brazil since 
1500 the formation of Brazilian nationality as it exists today. 
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COLONIAL ECONOMY 

See also Brazil — Economic Conditions 

Economic aspects of colonial life interested contemporary writers. Antonil, Cultura 
e Opulencia (2631a), written just after the gold rush to Minas and before the sugar 
industry declined, is a mine of accurate and invaluable information. Madre de Deos 
(2663) and Pedro Taques (2678a), stubbornly insistent on documentation as the only 
basis for history-writing, supply priceless information on the southern part of the 
colony. Vasconcellos (2686) covers the period from 1549 to 1570. 

The Inventanos e Testamentos (2631b) published by the state of Sao Paulo, twenty- 
seven volumes of inventories and wills copied verbatim from documents belonging to 
the first Cartorio de Orfdos of the city of Sao Paulo, constitutes an invaluable source 
of economic information on southwest Brazil between 1578 and 1700, while the two- 
volume Sesmarias (2631c), published by the same state, give copies of land grants 
conceded in the Sao Paulo region from 1602 to 1728. 

Authors writing since 1822 have been interested in many aspects of colonial economy. 
Basilio de Magalhaes* article on geographical expansion (2666) is the best short dis- 
cussion available. Capistrano de Abreu’s 0 descobrimento do Brasil (2644) is scholarly 
and impartial and his Caminkos antigos e povoamento do Brasil (2643) inaugurated a 
new interpretation of the period. The commemorative history of colonization, edited

by Malheiro Dias and others (2667), contains splendid charts and illustrations, although 
the text is not always sound in its conclusions. Brandenburger (2640-42) speaks with 
authority on the colonial period; Meili (2670) is the standard work on the currency 
of the colony; and Watjen (2687) after a twenty-four page critical bibliography em- 
phasizes the financial and political organization of the Dutch in Brazil. Taunay's 
work on colonial Sao Paulo (2679-83) explores in a scholarly way two of the most 
significant economic developments of Brazil: geographical expansion and discovery 
of gold mines. Teschauer (2685) based his history of the southernmost state on archive 
sources but his Jesuit inclinations color his interpretation. Studart’s work (2677-78) 
came out of his own splendid collection of original documents and manuscripts. Lucio 
d’Azevedo has contributed two studies of rare value: the history of the persecution 
and dispersion of the Jews in Portugal from earliest times to the Pombal era (2634) 
and the Jesuits in the Amazon region (2 635), the latter well nigh definitive in its scope 


and scholarship. 
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ECONOMIC CONDITIONS SINCE INDEPENDENCE 

See also Brazil — Travel and Description 

Economic aspects of Brazil since the opening of the ports have provoked discussion 
from a variety of sources. First, the Brazilians themselves have produced surveys 
comprising all of Brazil and monographs on specific sections. Among the former 
should be cited: Taunay and Denis’ six little volumes (2927) on customs and manners; 
Milliet de Saint Adolphe and Lopes de Moura’s economic geography (2840); Pereira 
da Silva’s essay (2873); Oliveira Lima’s survey of the Empire (2860); Pandid Calogeras* 
splendid synthesis of the history of Brazil (2866), in many ways the best one-volume 
history of Brazil ever written; the biography of Nabuco de Araujo by his son 
(2851); Roure’s financial and economic history (2902); Dias’ Brazil (2772), largely 
commercial and statistical; Estrada’s Repuilica (2780) noted for pictures and data 
not easily available elsewhere; and Delgado de Carvalho’s geographies (2762-64). 
The two Portuguese periodicals published in London, 0 Correio Brasiliensis (2752) 
and O Investigador (2801), supply miscellaneous information for fourteen years pre- 
ceding political independence. Ayres de Casal (2709) surveys Brazil on the eve of revo- 
lution and Balbi (2710) furnishes the best statistical source for the Portuguese Empire 
to 1820. 

It is difficult to single out for special mention titles from the great number of mono- 
graphs by Brazilians on the economic development of specific regions. A suggestive 
rather than comprehensive list follows: Oliveira’s report (2856) on the North American- 
Brazilian commission on rubber production; Monteiro Baena’s chorographic essay on 
Par& (2844); Vianna’s history of Bahia (2936); Euclydes da Cunha’s famous descrip- 
tion of the hinterland of Bahia and the campaign of Canudos (2760); Moreira de 
Azevedo’s Rio (2846) with its history of old buildings and monuments, and biographies 
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of notables; Coelho de Senna’s Terra Mineira (2747), perhaps the best economic ge- 
ography of Minas Geraes; Abreu e Silva’s economic and financial review of Rio Grande 
do Sul (2688) from 1822 to 1922; and Lassance Cunha’s economic survey of the same 
state (2813) with its emphasis on railroads. Oliveira Lima’s D . Joao PI (2859) is the 
best monograph on the period of transition, 1808-1822; and Oliveira Martins’ short 
history of the colony from the Portuguese viewpoint (2864) is excellent. 

The four hundredth anniversary of the discovery of Brazil and the hundredth anni- 
versary of independence produced some of the best publications ever issued by Bra- 
zilians on the history and economic development of their country. The four volume 
Livro do Centenario (2706), the special editions of the Jornal do Commercio (2805), 
and the Monitor Mercantil (2841) are indispensable. The publications of the Brazilian 
Historical and Geographical Society on the occasion of national (2799) or international 
(2797) congresses are equally as valuable. 0 Brasil (2744), published by the Centro 
Industrial at the instigation of Lauro Muller, surveys the natural resources, agricul- 
tural and industrial development, and transportation facilities as they existed around 
I 9°5* 

The independence of Brazil opened the country to foreign study as well as to eco- 
nomic exploitation. Many studies of economic conditions have been made by for- 
eigners, chiefly French and German. From the English may be mentioned: Depart- 
ment of Overseas Trade reports (2793, 2802, 2824), Oakenfull’s invaluable Brazil 
(2855), Lloyd’s massive and pretentious Impressions (2820), Buley’s excellent vol- 
umes (2728-29); and Domville-Fife’s sketch (2774). The French contribution is 
notable: Ferdinand Denis’ Bresil (2766), much esteemed by Brazilians; the studies 
by Mor6 (2845), Reybaud (2896), and Baril (2714) made as Brazil settled down to 
political stabilization and entered a new economic period; Couty’s sociological investi- 
gations (2756); Levasseur’s Br&sil (2819), crammed with useful information on a wide 
variety of topics; Lecointe’s monograph on the Amazon region (2816) and Atri’s on 
Sao Paulo (2707) are all worth mentioning. 

The German contribution has been equally notable. As evidence one may cite: 
Eschwege (2778) and Freireiss (Freyreiss) (2785) in the early days of independence; 
the section on Brazil in Wappaus’ geography (2939); Canstatt (2735-36), Lange (2811), 
and Lamberg (2810) who evidence the growing interest of the new German Empire in 
Brazil; and Schuler (2910), Funke (2787), and Sinner (2918), post-War writers who 
work for a return to the pre-War German status. Italians devote themselves to travels 
or emigration. By Americans may be mentioned: Elliott’s Brazil (2777), by the liter- 
ary editor of the Pan American Magazine; James’s monograph (2804); and Nash’s 
book on the agricultural masses (2852). 

Two celebrated titles, not primarily economic in character, should be mentioned 
for the wealth of information which they contain on economic conditions from the 
period of discovery to the beginning of the twentieth century: Southey’s History oj 
Brazil (2676a), ending just prior to political independence, and Rocha Pombo’s ten- 
volume Historia do Brazil (2898), the most extensive history of Brazil ever published. 
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TRAVEL AND DESCRIPTION 


See also Brazil — Economic Conditions 


Brazilian travel literature falls into two clearly defined groups: scientific and general 
descriptive. Distinguished travellers of both types have visited Brazil. In the first 
group are: Wied-Neuwied (2993), who with the aid of the botanist Sellou presented 
the flora and the customs of the Indians of the northern regions; Eschwege (2960), 
the engineer who became director of the gold mines; Pohl (2980), the Austrian botanist 
sent by Francis I when Princess Leopoldina went to Brazil to marry D. Pedro I; Spix 
and Martius (2989), who assembled a magnificent collection of specimens in the Amazon 
for the king of Bavaria; Burmeister (2951), the zoologist who gave special attention 
to Rio de Janeiro and Minas Geraes; Agassiz (2942), who reported on Northern Brazil 
and aided materially in opening the Amazon River to international commerce; and 
Guenther (2966), who reported his observations in an admirably illustrated book. 

The outstanding example of the general descriptive type is Debret’s work (2958). 
A painter of note emigrating from France in 1816, he filled three large folio volumes, 
half text and half drawings. The illustrations cover every conceivable phase of Bra- 
zilian domestic and public life from the interior of a barber shop to the royal robes, 
and from insects to coins. The drawings are invaluable for economic and social history. 
Almost as valuable are: Mawe (2975), the first foreigner to enter the gold and diamond 
fields with official permission; Koster (2970), a naturalized Brazilian who described 
the northern Captaincies; and Saint-Hilaire (2982-84), whose extensive travel books 
are indispensable. Of lesser rank but of real value are: Maria Graham (2965), Kidder 
and Fletcher (2968), Expilly (2961), Mulhall (2977), Roosevelt (2981), and Atri (2943). 
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AGRICULTURE 

See also Brazil — Economic Conditions , Coffee, Cotton, Rubber, and Labor 

Although Brazil is predominantly agricultural, literature on this phase of its economy 
is scant and for the most part non-scientific. The political and financial aspects of 
regulation have engaged attention rather than scientific methods of production. Of 
the general works on agriculture may be mentioned: Taunay’s manual for the Brazilian 
farmer (3038), Burlamaqui’s monograph on cane sugar (3003), Carneiro da Silva’s 
studies on sugar and engenhos (3007-08), the National Agricultural Society’s compila- 
tion of agricultural legislation from 1808 to 1889 (3037), Cotrim’s manual for cattle 
raisers (3013), Dias Martins’ monographs (3016-17), and Bartolomeu’s discussion of 
agricultural credit (3000). The publications of the Ministry of Agriculture, Industry, 
and Commerce often contain material worth consulting — as, for instance, Castro 
Sobrinho’s report on cacao (3009), Labroy’s on rubber (3112), the Coffee Institute of 
Sao Paulo’s publication on coffee (3067), and Semler’s monograph on tobacco (3035). 

On coffee, the backbone of present-day Brazilian economy, there may be cited: 
Porto Alegre’s general treatise on coffee production (3074), Lahore’s analysis of coffee 
cultivation, handling, and export in the state of Sao Paulo (3060), Ramos’ study of 
Brazilian coffee in foreign markets (3075), Roth’s survey of coffee regulation from 
1790 to 1929 (3076), Aker’s excellent Coffee Merchandising (3042), Telles* discussion 
of valorization and the depression (3082), and the indispensable public document, 
Valorizagdo do Caji (3049), on the developments leading to the first valorization scheme. 

Cotton cultivation has played a minor r61e in Brazilian economy. Among the rela- 
tively insignificant literature on the subject the studies by Coelho de Souza (3086-87), 
Pearse (3092-93), and the National Agricultural Society (3096) have more than in- 
trinsic value. Between 1906 and 1914 Brazilian rubber supremacy was lost to Eastern 
production. The decline stimulated a significant body of literature. Worthy of special 
study are: Calmon du Pin e Almeida’s report to the Chamber of Deputies for the 
Committee on Agriculture and Industry opposing a national monopoly of rubber 
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(3103), Mendes’ warnings on the imminent decline of Amazonian rubber export (3116- 
17), Pearson’s description of the “black gold” industry (3123), the twenty-one sur- 
veys of the rubber industry by the National Superintendency of Rubber Defense (see 
items such as 3100, 3101, 3104, 3105, etc.), Akers’ comparison of wild rubber production 
in the Amazon and plantation rubber in the Orient (3099), Woodroffe’s suggestions 
on how the Amazon rubber industry could be preserved (3130), and the valuable 
public document, Defesa da Borracha (3108). 
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The slight modern trend toward industrialization has been stimulated by World 
War conditions and by the current government policy of production for home con- 
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industries. Quelle on the growing industrialization of Brazil (3164), Simmersbach 
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of the mines; and Pandid Calogeras* monumental survey (3162) of mines and mining 
legislation in Brazil. 
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The population problem of interest to Brazilians has centered around the acquisi- 
tion of an adequate supply of labor, chiefly agricultural. As the slave trade was 
suppressed and emancipation occurred, immigration rose to importance. Italians 
and Germans have predominated among immigrating peoples, although other nations 
have been interested. Very recently some Brazilians have turned to the question of 
racial mixture, Oliveira Vianna (3239-40) for instance, but the literature on these 
two sections concerns mainly immigration and allied topics. 

On the general problem are works by Langsdorff (3221), published as Brazil first 
appealed to Europe for immigrants, and by Reybaud (3250), Expilly (3205), Carvalho 
(3 I 97)> and Menezes e Souza (3231), written as abolition forced the crisis, the last 
two being quite indispensable on the subject. Keller (3219) gives an excellent bibli- 
ography. Silva Rocha (3262) and the National Agricultural Society inquiry (3264) 
are modern studies. Almeida (3287) and Hill (3 215) treat phases of the slave trade 
suppression. On abolition Perdigao Malheiros (3303) and Duque Estrada (3297) are 
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Fabri (3206), and Wettstein (3280) who advertise South Brazil as a center of German 
colonization. Romero (3252) warns of the danger to Brazilian nationality of this 
foreign element. The Italian phase is treated largely in literature of the propaganda 
type, Rotellini (3253) being a shining example. Others of the same type are: Cusano 
(3202), Piccarolo (3248), and Ruotolo (3255). More serious studies are: Grossi (3210), 
Bonardelli (3191), and the report (3200) of the committee backed by the National 
Federation of Agricultural Laborers. 

Leite’s book on the Jews (3224), Freire on the Portuguese (3207); and Hill (3216) 
and Dunn (3204) on Confederate exiles in Brazil are interesting and valuable con- 
tributions.

Comparatively few works on Brazilian transportation are available. On railroad 
transportation may be noted: Cunha Galvao’s survey (3338); Branner’s statistical 
resume (3330); Lassance Cunha’s report (3349); and Duncan’s investigation (3340) 
of public and private operation in 1932 with its valuable section on the history of 
railroads and its excellent bibliographical information. The best single source of his- 
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Merchant Marine is worthy of study. 
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PUBLIC FINANCE _ 


See also Brazil — Economic Conditions, Currency and Banking, and Capital Migrations 

Public finance and currency and banking have provoked much discussion by Bra- 
zilians, most of it journalistic however. Yet some serious studies have been made. 
Worthy of special mention in the historical phase of public finance are: Castro Carreira’s 
splendid history (3391) with its compilation of the budgets of the Empire, texts of 
loan contracts and other documents, and discussion of colonization, exchange, cor- 
porations, banks, and similar topics. Yiveiros de Castro (3445-46) is excellent on 
the history of Brazilian taxation. 

Of the monographs on special phases of public finance the following bear investiga- 
tion: Straten-Ponthoz’s study (3434) of the resources of the mid-century Empire 
through the budget; the brilliant but far from sound speeches by Ruy Barbosa on 
the finances of the Republic (33 84) and his report as minister of finance in the pro- 
visional government (3385); Cavalcanti’s pro-Republican (3392-94) ^nd Ouro Preto’s 
pro-Empire (3418) arguments on the financial policies of the Empire and early Re- 
public; Guanabara’s enthusiastic review (3406) of Campos Salles’ financial measures 
reestablishing the credit of the Republic; Baptista’s thorough and detailed reports 
(3382) for the Finance Committee of the Chamber on the year’s finance bills; and 
the official reports made at the special request of the Brazilian government by Montagu 
(3413) and Niemeyer (3416) on the state of Brazilian finances in 1924 and 1931.

The best study of Brazilian currency is the invaluable work by Meili (3487), although 
Ortigao (3494) and Pandid Calogeras (3495) will reward investigation. Viana’s wordy 
and at times political history of the Bank of Brazil (3516) must be used, supplemented 
by Ribeiro de Andrada’s shorter work (35 05) on banks of emission. Quoniam de 
Schompr6’s monograph (35 00) on the Sao Paulo stock exchange with a description 
of quotations of June 30, 1911, and the Correio Paulistano articles (3468) advocating 
deflation, are worth while. As a rule, however, the literature on currency and banking 
is predominantly polemical in character.

INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC RELATIONS

Few surveys of Brazilian international economic relations have been written. Say’s 
invaluable France and Brazil (3568) is quite indispensable for the early period of 
independence; Dutot’s work (3545) on the same subject is an appeal for a Franco- 
Brazilian economic alliance; Kundt’s (3554) and Funke’s (3550) suggestive studies 
are entirely too short to be adequate; Manchester’s inquiry (3558) into the rise and 
partial decline of British economic and political preeminence in Brazil surveys Anglo- 
Brazilian economic relations from early colonial times to post-World War years; 
Ubaldi’s commercial and colonial expansion of Italy into Brazil (3571) is out of date 
although the bibliography is useful; and Lima Barbosa’s francophile survey (3555) 
includes the diplomatic, artistic, and intellectual as well as the economic activity of 
the French in Brazil. 

The literature on special subjects is equally inadequate. Macedo Soares ( 3557 ) 
gives the official view of the Brazilian withdrawal from the League of Nations; the 
virulently anti-English Abranches (3526) interprets the Monroe Doctrine favorably 
while Brito (3537) makes it a multilateral instrument. Chandler (3539) on early 
United States-Brazilian commercial relations, Martin (3559) on the opening of the 
Amazon to world commerce, and Ribeiro Salgado (3566-67) on Portuguese-Brazilian 
economic relations are worthy of study.

ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL THEORY 


See also Chile — Population , Labor , Public Finance , and Currency and Banking 

A good history of Chilean economic thought is to be found in Subercaseaux’ Historia 
de la doctrinas econbmicas (3651). Taking the literature up in chronological order, 
we find that for the colonial period the theoretical writings of the highest significance 
are the Escritos of Manuel de Salas (3645), in which he challenged the widely held 
doctrines of mercantilism. During the first half of the nineteenth century, no out- 
standing work on theory appeared, but shortly thereafter, Courcelle-Seneuil’s laissez 
faire writings (3590-3594) began to exert a profound influence upon Chilean economy. 
Among the members of his school were Miguel Cruchaga, Zorobabel Rodriguez, and 
Marcial Gonzalez. Cruchaga’s Tratado (3598), Rodriguez* Tratado (3644), and Gon- 
zalez* Estudios econSmicos (3614) were all important books in their day. 

During the last quarter of the century, a reaction set in against the classical theories. 
Guillermo Subercaseaux, Armando Quezada Achar£n, and Roberto Espinoza were 
the leaders in the new movement. Subercaseaux' Cuestiones fundamentals (3649) 
discusses questions of methodology, collectivism, and also population. Both he and 
Espinoza have written theoretical treatises since the World War (360 4, 3654); others 
who have made significant contributions recently are Daniel Martner (3625) and 
Rafil Sim6n (3648). 

Few sociological works of merit have been written in Chile. Viviani Contreras 
has written the only modern treatise in this field (3670). An early work of importance 
Is Francisco Bilbao's Sociabilidad chilena (3586). In this essay, Bilbao gives his ideas 
on the influence of the Spanish regime upon Chilean life. Encina's Nuestra inferioridad 
econSmica (3601) is a pioneering work in that it seeks to link up the intellectual and 
moral character of the Chilean race with its economic achievements.

A contemporary document of great value to the student of this period is the Repre - 
sentaciSn by Manuel de Salas (3707), in which the author makes many acute observa- 
tions anent economic conditions in Chile at the end of the 18th century. The best 
source of comments and statistics on mining is the memorandum compiled by Juan 
Egana (3711). Miguel Cruchaga’s La hacienda publica (3695) is an admirable presen- 
tation and analysis of data relating to the finances of the colony. Domingo Amunitegui 
Solar has written a very complete and scholarly account of the encomienda system 
(3688). In her article entitled: The landholding system of colonial Chile (3697), Helen 
Douglas-Irvine throws new light on the subject. Agustin Ross’ book (3705) is a con- 
venient composite of excerpts from other works dealing with colonial commerce, such 
as Vicuna MacKenna’s Historia del Valparaiso (3832) and Miguel Cruchaga’s Estudio 
sobre la organizaciSn econSmica i hacienda publica de Chile (3730). The Historia is 
also to be recommended for its chapters relating to colonial agriculture.

No economic history of Chile is available. The greater part of the literature in 
this section consists of compendiums, official documents, and collections of articles. 
Three books, however, are particularly useful to the student. Martner’s Estudio de 
politica comercial chilena (3777) furnishes the essential economic data, gathered from 
primary sources and arranged in chronological form, but provides only an elementary 
analysis of them. Macchiavello Varas’ Politica econSmica nacional (3770) is a com- 
prehensive book; it is a synthesis of the basic materials relating to almost every Chilean 
economic problem. The third work, Keller’s La eterna crisis chilena (3763), although 
not pretending to be rigidly scientific, presents the current problems in an honest and 
telling manner. 

Because of this deficiency of books which approach the subject from an historical 
point of view, it is necessary to resort to certain more or less factual reports and treat- 
ments of it. The most dependable material for the end of the first half of the nineteenth 
century is found in Gillis’ and P6rez Rosales’ accounts (3748, 3799). The reports of 
Horace Rumbold (3807) and Edouard S£ve (3814) contain abundant commentary 
and statistics on the state of commerce, mining, and agriculture in the third quarter 
of the century. Among the works appearing before the World War, two are especially 
to be recommended: Galdames’ Jeografta EconSmica de Chile (3747) and Wagemann’s 
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Die Wirtschajtsverfassung der Republik Chile (3834). The latter is notable for its 
scientific approach. Martin’s Landeskunde von Chile (3775), a revised edition of which 
was published shortly after the war, has brief but accurate chapters on economic 
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TRAVEL AND DESCRIPTION

Judge Bland’s report (3843) contains pertinent comments upon Chilean economy 
during the early years of independence. The various aspects of agriculture, mining, 
and transportation at that time are described in greater detail in Schmid tmeyer’s 
Travels (387 2). The works of Marie Robinson Wright (3879) and Otto Burger (3847) 
are notable for their treatment of economic conditions in Chile during the early part 
of the present century. And in a class by itself is Isaiah Bowman’s analysis of the 
geographical factors which have influenced the economic life of the province of Ata- 
cama (3845)* 
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Several books deserve the attention of the student interested in Chilean agriculture. 
The two volumes devoted to that subject by Claudio Gay in his Historia ftsica i folitica 
(3916) contain a wealth of material for the first half of the nineteenth century, while 
later developments are summarized in Schneider’s La agricultura en Chile en los Aliimos 
cincuenta anos (3948). In addition to these two factual studies, there is Poblete Tron- 
coso’s monograph (3935), notable for its analytical treatment of the vital problem 
of the latifundia . 
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INDUSTRY

The majority of the works belonging to this section are devoted to the various types 
of Chilean mining and metallurgy, and so will be found under the sub-classifications 
entitled: Mining (general), Copper, Coal, Iron and Steel, and Nitrates. 

The writers on Chilean mining, the greater part of whom are engineers or historians, 
have paid relatively little attention to its economic aspects. Thus, San Roman’s 
Resena industrial e histSrica de la mineria i metalurjia (4118), the best general treatise, 
is devoted largely to mineralogical and geological factors. Moreover, the chief sub- 
jects considered in Vicuna MacKenna’s histories of gold, silver, copper, and coal (4128- 
4130) are the events and personalities connected with the discoveries and exploitation 
of the mines. Nevertheless, the student will find in these books a certain amount of 
economic data. 

Vicuna MacKenna's volume on copper mining (4130) is a leading source of informa- 
tion on the evolution of that industry through the first three quarters of the nineteenth 
century. The best economic analysis of more recent trends is presented in El problema 
de la industria del cobre en Chile (4154), by Macchiavello Varas. The Coal Commis- 
sion's comprehensive survey of the coal industry (4163), with its excellent financial 
and industrial statistics, is indispensable to any investigation of that subject. Un- 
fortunately, no study of its scope and quality is available for iron and steel. 

The literature on nitrates is surprisingly poor, considering their significance in the 
economic life of Chile. Erwin Semper’s works (4252, 4253) are probably the most 
reliable on the subject. Alejandro Bertrand’s brief study on The Chilean nitrate industry 
(4206) is authoritative and useful; it contains good documentary and bibliographical 
notes. Guillermo E. Billinghurst’s Los capitales salitreros de Tarapacd (4212) is an 
interesting and detailed account of the industry before and after the War of the Pacific, 
with emphasis on the investment of foreign capital.

Economic Conditions , Travel and Description, and Labor 

The majority of the works in this section are concerned with immigration and col- 
onization. Although no extensive historical or analytical investigation has yet been 
made, there are several books which the student might read for an introduction to 
the subject. Jefferson's Recent colonization in Chile (4294) is a useful description of 
the settlements established since the middle of the nineteenth century. Additional 
material on the earliest of these colonies is available in Vicuna MacKenna’s Bases del 
informe . . . sobre la inmigraciSn estranjera (4321) and in the interesting chapter 
contributed by Alberto Hoerll to Deutsche Arbeit in Chile (3734, Economic Conditions). 
Later phases of the immigration movement are discussed in Nicolis Palacios' Raza 
chilena (4301). 
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LABOR

Little has been published on the subject of Chilean labor, partly due to the back- 
wardness of the trade union movement. There are three factual studies of some value 
available. The first, by Eyzaguirre Rouse and Errizuriz Tagle (4342), presents the 
results of an investigation of a family budget and describes the general condition of 
the laboring class at the beginning of the twentieth century. The second, Poblete 
Troncoso’s La organizaciSn sindical en Chile (4363), furnishes an account of the de- 
velopment of trade unions. The same author’s Labor organizations in Chile (4362), 
a somewhat briefer survey, is a third source of information. 
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TRANSPORTATION AND COMMUNICATION

There is a relative abundance of documents and monographs on Chilean transporta- 
tion facilities. Perhaps the best general study, from an economic point of view, is 
Daniel Martneris Nuestros problemas econdmicos. El trdfico nacional (4482). 
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The most recent and probably the most valuable survey of Chilean railroads is 
found in Long’s Railways of South America (447°), which touches upon all phases of 
the matter, and is accompanied by excellent financial statistics. _ Marin Vicuna has 
written the outstanding account of the early history and technical development of 
both private and public lines (4475). The financial problems of the state-owned rail- 
ways are dealt with more directly in Simon’s La situaciSn cconSmico-pohtica de los 
Jerrocarriles del estado (4501), in which the author analyzes the causes of the post-war 
crisis and suggests remedies for the situation. There are two monographs on privately- 
owned railways: that by Arturo Titus S. (4504), and the important report on the 
nitrate railways (4488) by Guillermo del Pedregal. 

Information on the state of the roads, bridges, and canals of Chile in the colonial 
era and for the early years of independence, is available in Claudio Gay’s volumes 
on agriculture (3915). 

For an authoritative history of the telephone and telegraph in Chile, the student 
should read the work by Victor Berthoid (4435)- 
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PUBLIC FINANCE 

See also Chile — Economic Conditions , Currency and Banking, and Capital Migrations 

Few substantial monographs are available which deal primarily with the financial 
problems of Chile; the student must rely largely upon statistical, documentary, and 
periodical material. The text and notes in Molina’s compendium (4593) make it one 
of the most useful works covering the nineteenth century. The basic facts and figures 
for the first two decades of the present century are presented in a compact form in 
McQueen’s Principal features of Chilean finances (4572). Celis Maturana’s Ingresos 
ordinarios del estado (4544), a study more analytical in character, contains several 
sections devoted to Chile, in which the legal aspects of state industries and the public 
domain are considered at some length.

The books written in the field of currency and banking are among the best in Chilean 
economic literature. Currency depreciation is the subject of most of the discussion. 
Frank Fetter has published the outstanding study (4662), a highly interesting and 
penetrating analysis of the factors involved in the problem. Subercaseaux’s Monetary 
and banking policy of Chile (4716), another praiseworthy contribution to the subject, 
is historical rather than analytical, one of its main features being an account of mone- 
tary conditions in the colonial period. Agustfn Ross’ Chile , 1851-1910 (4701) is a col- 
lection of quotations from the works of various authors, in particular Roberto Espinoza. 
In his Cuestiones financicras (4656), Espinoza sets forth views on the Chilean currency 
problem far in advance of those held by the majority of thinkers at the beginning of 
the century. Espinoza centers attention upon banking legislation and projects for 
its reform in his Reforma bancaria e monetaria de Chile (4658). Banking history and 
legislation are also the main topics of the work by Santelices entitled: Bancos de emisidn 
(4709). Wagemann’s Wirtschaftsverfassung der Republik Chile (3834, Economic Con- 
ditions), previously cited, contains a good discussion of currency and banking prob- 
lems. For an exhaustive study of the legal aspects of the mortgage loan system in 
Chile, the reader should consult La caja de crSdito hipotecario (4642) by Barros Borgono. 
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Representative of Colombian social and economic thought are the works of Madiedo 
(4767), Caro (4763)5 and Ortiz (4770) in the 19th century, and Mendez (4769) and 
Gaitan (4764) in more recent times. 

In the section: Colonial Economy the following contemporary accounts may be 
singled out: Oviedo (4790), Julian’s La perla de la America (4788) and Becker and Groot, 
El nueoo reino de Granada (4784). In addition there is available Olano’s Popaybn en 
la colonia (4789), a brief but well documented historical description of the country. 

In the absence of a comprehensive economic history of Colombia the student is 
directed to monographic studies and descriptions. For the early part of the century 
there is available Walker’s Colombia (4835), a very detailed and comprehensive de- 
scription of economic and social conditions in the country, Mollien’s vivid account 
(4870), and Steuart’s reliable if fragmentary volume, Bogota in 1836-7 (4888). Much 
valuable information on the period around the middle of the century may be found in 
Ancizar’s La peregrinadSn de Alpha (4836), and Holton’s New Granada (4864). Samper’s 
stimulating essay on revolutions (4828) should also be mentioned here, though its 
main purpose is an analysis of the socio-economic factors in the country’s political 
life. Restrepo’s conscientious description of the territory of San Martin (4822) is a 
mine of information on this region’s economy. Since the ’eighties the literature on 
Colombia has been progressively more abundant. Two very good geographies, one 
by Perez (4818) and the other by Reclus (4880) provide a firm basis for economic 
studies, and Camacho Roldan’s excellent essays (4802) throw much light on some 
economic problems. Authoritative descriptions of Colombia’s economy are to be 
found in Eder (4852), a detailed and well organized discussion, Roger’s scholarly 
La Colombie economique (4826), and the semi-official La ripublique de Colombie (4874) 
by Nunez and Jalhay. To these works may be added those of Petre (4819) and L6vine 
(4810). Of recent works the following deserve to be mentioned: Gutierrez’ collection 
of extremely well informed essays and reports on various parts of the country (4858); 
Salamanca’s La Amazonia colombiana (488 5), especially its first part; and Monsalve’s 
Colombia cafetera (4812), a very good source of factual information. 

Specific departments of Colombian national economy have been almost entirely 
neglected. Several studies, however, deserve special consideration either because of 
their great utility or high scholarship. In this group may be mentioned Camacho 
Rold£n’s series of articles on agriculture (4896); Pearse’s short but admirable report 
on Colombia and her cotton industry (4900); and Uricoechea’s report on the Chibcha 
Indians (4931). For a good discussion of Colombia’s oil policy the student will consult 
Sandoval Mendoza’s extensive study (4921). Restrepo’s study on mining (4920), 
though somewhat antiquated, is still valuable to the economic historian. In the field 
of transportation Ortega’s Ferrocarriles colombianos (4956) is probably the best work, 
although LeBrun’s report (49 53) and Tanco’s Ferrocarril de la Sabana (4958) also 
contain much interesting material. 

Most of the important works on finance are of recent date. Good discussions of 
the theory and practice of Colombian public finance may be found in Calder6n*s 
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Elementos (49 66), and Jaramillo’s treatise on financial organization (4974). The stu- 
dent is also advised to consult J aramillo’s La reforma tributaria (4973), Olarte Camacho’s 
study of foreign debts (4989), Rippy’s excellent analysis of foreign investments (5021), 
and Andrade’s concise treatment of the bank of the republic (4998). 
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See also the corresponding divisions under Latin America 

The scarcity of economic literature and its generally interior quality create consider- 
able difficulties for the student of Ecuadorean economy. The sources of information 
are on the whole sketchy and not always reliable. 

From among the earlier works that of Terry (5093) may be used to advantage. A 
more adequate description, relating to a later period, may be found in Villavicencia’s 
detailed though not always accurate geography (5073), and Onfffoy de Thoron’s nar- 
rative (5065). Of the works appearing towards the end of the nineteenth century, 
the most valuable are: Kolberg’s conscientious study (5084), Whymper’s authoritative 
account (5094), Magalli’s Voyage d' exploration (5087), and the volume published by 
the Bureau of the American Republics (5079). Of more recent studies the following 
deserve the student's attention: El Ecuador (5053), an extensive baedecker; Enock’s 
able discussion (5059); the narratives by Niles ($089) and Dyott (5080); and Orellana’s 
El Ecuador (5066). Dillon’s collection of articles (5058) will prove helpful to the 
understanding of the economic problems of modern Ecuador. 

Various specific fields of Ecuador’s national economy still await their historians 
and theorists. The only problems that have attracted some measure of attention are 
population, finance, and banking. 

The books on population are mainly concerned with the Indians. The studies by 
Jijon y Caamano (5039) and Gonzalez (5036) should prove useful. More recent works 
are: Jaramillo Alvarado’s interesting study, an essay accompanied by valuable biblio- 
graphical notes (5101), Sdenz’ brief and intelligent discussion of the contemporary 
Indian population (510a) and Navas’ Evolution social del obrero (5104). 

In the field of public finance the brief monograph by Lopez (5129) and Estrada’s 
El problema vital del Ecuador (5126) may serve as a basis for further study. Foreign 
debts, particularly the Anglo-Ecuadorean conversion, are discussed adequately in 
Flores’ La conversion (5127) and Teran’s report (5143). For a presentation of Ecuador’s 
monetary and banking problems the student is directed to the Historia del medio siglo 
(5144), published by the Banco del Ecuador, and also to Estrada’s writings, especially 
his Money and banking in Ecuador (5150) and Ecuador* s balance of payments (5148).

PARAGUAY

Paraguay belongs to that group of South American countries where economic litera- 
ture is still in its infancy. Political instability and the slow pace of economic progress 
have exerted a retarding influence upon the growth of interest in the economic affairs 
of the country. On account of the scarcity of interpretative monographic studies, 
the student is forced to revert to general works, written as a rule by foreigners, and 
to government statistical publications ( cj . Appendix). 

One of the best sources of information on colonial Paraguay is Charlevoix* Histoire 
du Paraguay (5165), an extensive work in which the Jesuit Missions receive consider- 
able attention. Dobritzhofer’s Geschichte der Abiponer (5163) is another contemporary 
account of colonial life by a keen and reliable observer. The story of the Missions is 
also told in some detail by Pfotenhauer (5176), a much later writer who drew his in- 
formation from early descriptions. The best study of the Missions can be found, how- 
ever, in Hernandez* Misiones del Paraguay (5173), an excellent monograph based 
upon original sources otherwise inaccessible. Other good studies which should be 
consulted are: Fassbinder’s analysis of the organization of the Jesuit state (5166); 
Gothein’s essay (5171); and Garay’s stimulating presentation, done from the secular 
point of view (5168). 

Several general works are available from which the essential features of Paraguay’s 
economic history may be gleaned. For the first half of the nineteenth century the 
works by the Robertsons (5241), Rengger (5238), Marbais du Graty (5201), and 
Demersay (5189) are probably the best secondary sources. Since the war of the Triple 
Alliance the literature has been more varied and of higher quality. We may mention 
here Bourgade la Dardye (5182), an extensive description of the country, Bruyssel 
(5219), Reclus (5237), Fischer-Treuenfeld’s compact and well documented study (5191), 
and the interesting essays by Posada (5235) and Molins (5204). Of the books pub- 
lished during and since the World War the following may be singled out: Schurz’ 
accurate and enlightening description (5212); Schuster’s extensive and authoritative 
monograph (5213); and the volume by Natalicio Gonzalez and Ynsfran (5207). In 
addition the student will find it helpful to consult Krieg’s Geographische TJbersicht 
( 5 1 97)> particularly his discussion of the Chaco colonies. Burger’s Paraguay (5184), 
the study by Baez and Alcala (5180), and the informal narrative by Newbould (5233). 

Very little has been written on specific departments of the country’s economy. In 
the field of agriculture Pfannenschmidt’s Die Landwirtsckaft in Paraguay (52 65) and 
Kempski’s less comprehensive analysis (5262) should be consulted; some information 
concerning Paraguayan industry may be gleaned from the description by Antunez 
and Yubero (5269); and certain aspects of Paraguayan monetary problems are pre- 
sented by Campos in his La question monetaire (5296). 
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The civilizations of ancient Peru constitute one of the most fascinating chapters 
in the history of America. The sources of information range from the early Spanish 
chroniclers, some of whom made first-hand observations of the empire of the Incas, 
to the works of the present day, which include penetrating analyses of all the older 
materials, and accounts of the relatively recent archaeological discoveries. In the list 
below, only two of the early writers are. named: Cieza de Le6n (5322) and Garcilaso 
de la Vega (5328). Both are serviceable sources of incidental facts bearing upon the 
economic life of ancient Peru. Of modern writings Prescott’s History of the conquest 
of Peru (5343) is a sterling work; its author, the first to make a thorough examination 
of all the available sources and to use them with discrimination, aroused fresh interest 
in the study of ancient Peru, and set a high standard for later writers. The leading 
authorities of the following epoch were Markham and Cunow. Markham’s works 
( 533 2 s 5333 ) are products of true scholarship. Cunow was more of a specialist, 
interested primarily in the sociological aspects of the Peruvian culture. His monograph 
(5325), the first of its kind, provoked a controversy among sociologists in which a wholly 
new train of thought developed. Hermann Trimborn’s articles (5352), in which he 
succeeded in rounding out Cunow’s theories, stamp him as one of the ablest thinkers 
in this group. Belaunde’s study (5318a) is a highly satisfactory review of the socio- 
logical writings appearing up to the time of its composition. Since the World War 
there has been a steady growth in the literature devoted to ancient Peru. Perhaps 
the most prolific writer of the present day is Philip Ainsworth Means whose cited 
work (5337) is notable among other things for its excellent bibliography. One of the 
most distinguished is Louis Baudin, an economist whose prime interest lies in the 
social and economic situation before the conquest. His principal work (5317) is a keen 
analysis of the materials and the sources from which they were drawn. 

The Mercurio Peruano (5382) is a fertile source of information on the economic life 
of Peru toward the end of the 18th century. Skinner (5385) and Henry (5379) each 
are based upon articles taken from it. Some material on colonial Peru may also be 
gleaned from the Guta del Peril (5386). Of especial interest are the descriptive works 
of Betagh (5373) and Feyjoo de Sosa (5378). The treatises by Escalona y Aguero 
( 5377 ) and Rezibal y Ugarte (5384), written for the administrative officers, provide 
valuable information on the finances of the crown. 

The economic literature of Peru includes few outstanding works of a theoretical 
character. Excepting text books, the list below is composed largely of writings which 
belong to the division of thought sometimes called “national sociology.” Cornejo’s 
Sociologie genSrale (5305a) forms an exception in that it is a systematic treatment of 
the subject in abstracto. 

No comprehensive economic history of Peru is available, but there are several good 
works from which may be extracted the information essential to an economist studying 
the country. Ugarte’s Bosquejo (5452) is useful, although it was designed as a text. 
Basadre (5398), Belaunde (5305), and Garcia Calderdn (5418) are of extreme value 
in that they provide searching analyses of the factors molding Peruvian national life. 
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Cisneros’ Frutos de Paz (5404) is an able account of a short segment of the republic’s 
economic evolution (c. 1896-1907). Rowe's careful study (5449) is similar in scope, 
covering the situation a few years later. From among the handbooks we may select 
Leubel (5414), Cisneros (5406), Garland (5476), Enock (5413), Vivian ( 5453 ) » an d 
Dunn (5412a), arranged in chronological order. Useful information pertaining to the 
country as a whole may also be gleaned from the general surveys by Davalos i Lisson 
(5411) and Romero (5446), while particular regions may best be studied with the aid 
of Raimondi (Ancachs) (5438), Romero (Puno) (5447)1 Ruiz Fowler (Ayacucho) ( 545 °), 
Roca (Cuzco) (5443), and Fuentes (Loreto) (5416). Raimondi’s El Peril (5492) should 
be singled out from among the many descriptive works as the most complete and 
scientific; it is a monument to the years spent by the author in exploration. Among 
the foreign travelers who have contributed to our knowledge of the region we may 
mention Middendorf (5429) and Tschudi (5500); Hutchinson (5479)1 Markham (5480), 
and Squier (5497); Plane (5488); and Bingham (5463) and Martin (5483)- Bowman's 
study of the Peruvian and his natural environment (5467) is quite indispensable to a 
proper understanding of the country. 

Although economic writing in Peru has shown encouraging signs of development 
since the World War, there are few really good works available devoted to special 
phases of her modern economy. The leading studies pertaining to agriculture are by 
Lavalle y Garcia (5510, 5511) and Solis (5521a). Vivanco’s compilation (5522) is 
also very useful. There is a fairly large literature on the mining industry, which in- 
cludes good general accounts by Garland (5551), Simmersbach (5567)1 Ddvalos i Lisson 
( 5537 a ), and Jim&iez (5553). The Sintesis (5556) published officially in 1924 is a 
valuable collection of articles on the subject. Much good material may also be found 
in the series of monographs sponsored by the Escuela de Construcciones Civiles y de 
Minas (5532, 5538, 5547, etc.) although the approach is generally from an engineering 
standpoint. Berger’s monograph on protection as a national industrial policy (5528) 
furnishes a good example of recent economic thought in Peru. Murphy’s excellent 
study of the guano industry (5558) is notable for its objective approach, not found 
in many of the other works on Peruvian industry. The best books on population 
deal with the indtgenas and the failure of the country to attract desirable immigrants. 
The social institutions and ethnological character of the natives are ably analyzed 
in the works by Castro Pozo (5576), Vald6z de la Torre (5596), Farabee (5578), and 
Tessmann (55 95). Arona’s monograph on immigration, although rather antiquated, 
is still held in high regard. The best study on the Peruvian labor question has been 
written by Ulloa Sotomayor (56 06), although the r£sum£ by Miro Quesada (5605) 
and the budget study by Lavalle y Garcia (5602) are also notable in this field. Com- 
paratively litde material is available dealing with trade and transportation. The 
compilation made for Meiggs (5642) contains many of the most important documents 
relating to the railway-building period. Tiz6n y Bueno’s short monograph on southern 
Peru (5646) is also worthy of mention. 

The student of Peruvian public finance has recourse to the Anales de la Hacienda 
P&blica del Peru (5663), a brief statement of the financial history (1821-1895), with 
the text of the government reports on finance and the budget. McQueen has more 
recently summarized the material in a competent manner (5668). Thorndike’s com- 
pilation of the tax laws (5679a) is also very useful. Three other monographs relating 
to special phases of the subject are worthy of attention: Lavalle on income taxes (5667), 
Rodriguez on budgets (5676), and Yrigoyen on foreign loans (5681). Cogent dis- 
cussions of monetary and exchange problems have been provided by Oscar F. Arrus 
(5688, 5689). Alzamora Silva is responsible for a good account of the bank-note prob- 
lem in Peru, past and present (5683). The gold standard is ably defended in a series 
of articles by Rodriguez Dulanto (5707). 
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See also the corresponding divisions under Latin America 

Most of the works by Uruguayans on economic and social theory are of comparatively 
recent origin, as for example Acevedo’s Economia politica y finanzas (5719), a course 
of university lectures. The trend towards “national sociology” which has been in vogue 
throughout Latin America finds its expression in the works of Vaz Ferreira (5736), 
Azarola Gil (5723), Frugoni (5727), and Zum Felde (5737), the last-named especially 
interesting because of his attempt to present a systematic review of the country’s 
social evolution. 

For contemporary accounts of colonial Uruguay the student should consult works 
dealing with the territory of La Plata (cf. the corresponding sections under Latin 
America and Argentina). Recent investigations of some of the aspects of Uruguayan 
colonial economy include Berro’s Agricultura colonial (5741), Arreguine’s Los Orientates 
(574o), and Ferres* well documented study of the Society of Jesus (5744). 

The nearest approach to an economic history of Uruguay is Acevedo’s Notas y 
apuntes (5745), a work lacking systematic presentation but containing much interest- 
ing and trustworthy material certain to prove helpful to the student. For additional 
data as well as general background monographic studies and descriptions may be used 
to advantage. Here we may mention, in chronological order, Murray’s Travels in 
Uruguay (5820); Vaillant’s La RSpublique Orientate (5805); Fontan e Illas* Tropic dad 
y tesoro de la Republica Oriental (5768), a collection of useful data; the handbook issued 
by the International Bureau of American Republics (5770); Pereda’s systematic study 
of the Rio Negro (5792); Barcon Olesa’s Monograjia completa de la regiSn del Colla 
(5810); Sampognaro’s U Uruguay (5802); and Maeso’s authoritative Tierra de promistSn 
(5776). Araujo’s Diccionario geogrdfico (5809) contains a wealth of data not easily 
accessible. Among works devoted to modern Uruguay the following may be singled 
out: Lloyd’s extensive monograph (5819); the synopsis published by the Oficina de 
Exposiciones (5787); Burger’s brief but accurate study (5757); and Rodriguez’ Mono - 
grafia del Uruguay (5799). 

The Uruguayan literature is relatively abundant in the various fields of applied 
economics. Boerger’s Sieben La Plata Jahren (5833) and Observaciones sobre agricultura 
(583 1) give a comprehensive description of the technical aspects of Uruguayan agri- 
culture. The more general aspects of the problem are discussed by Ordonana in his 
collection of essays (5840) and by Vaz Ferreira in his Sobre la propiedad de la tierra 
(5843). The legal aspects of land ownership are discussed extensively in Gomez Haedo’s 
Legislacidn rural (5837). Colonization forms the main topic of Fordnho’s Estudios 
(5855), and the more particular problem of German colonization is analyzed in Nelke’s 
Das Deutschtum in Uruguay (5860). There are several studies relating to Uruguay’s 
labor conditions and legislation, among which we may mention Acevedo’s Temas de 
legislaciSn obrera (5864), Moratd’s Problemas sociales (5868), and Herrera’s La encuesta 
rural (5865). For a discussion of the government’s industrial activity the student is 
directed to Ramela de Castro’s Entes autSnomes (5849). The meat industry, one of 
the most important in Uruguay, is given adequate treatment by Seoane (5850). 

The leading works in the field of finance are Macchi Monteverde’s Hacienda y Jinanzas 
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del estado (5909), a good description of Uruguay's budgetary structure, and Costa's 
Hacienda publica (5904), an authoritative report on the country's financial situation. 
For a discussion of Uruguay's public debt the student is directed to Terra’s writings 
(5920, 5921). The government monopoly of insurance is briefly analyzed by Jeze 
( 5933 )- Material on Uruguay’s central banking may be found in Williman’s Banco 
de la Republica (5941), in Cosio’s writings (5929, 593°)> and in the collection of docu- 
ments published by the Banco Nacional (5928). 
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See also the corresponding divisions under Latin America 

The comparative paucity of descriptive literature pertaining exclusively to the 
Venezuela of the colonial period is due to the fact that the region formed a part of 
a larger administrative unit. The same is true of the early period of independence 
(cf. Latin America, Colombia). One of the best colonial accounts is DePons* Voyage 
(5955), a mine of information on the political, economic, and social life of the country, 
systematically arranged and well presented. Another valuable source is the report 
of the Real Compama Guipuzcoana (5963), describing the Company’s activity in 
Venezuela during the period from 1728 to 1764. Of later historical investigations the 
following are recommended: Humbert, Les origines vSnizuiliennes (5958), a scholarly 
and well documented study of Spain’s economic penetration of this part of the con- 
tinent; Haebler, Die uberseeischen Unternehmungcn der Welser (5956), an extensive 
discussion of one of the most interesting chapters in Venezuela’s economic history; 
and Panhorst, Los alemanes en Venezuela (5962), an adequate and sober treatment 
of the same topic. 

Of the early 19th century travel accounts Semple (6048), Robinson (6045), an< ^ 
Hawkshaw (6034) will be found helpful. These narratives may well serve as a point 
of departure for the study of Codazzi’s formal geography (5977), in which, however, 
the considerable economic material should be used with caution. The publications 
of the Sociedad Econdmica de Amigos del Pais (6005) are extremely useful for the 
study of this period. Towards the end of the century the literature becomes more 
abundant. Several good economic descriptions are available, of which we may men- 
tion the extensive study by Veloz Goiticoa (6007), Orsi de Mombello’s Venezuela y 
sus riquezas (5996), a brief discussion of some aspects of Venezuelan economy ac- 
companied by data on the mining companies, and the anonymous statistical summary 
of Venezuelan economics (5967). These studies may be supplemented by the more 
informal descriptions by Spence (6049), Tallenay (6050), and Curtis (6027). Of more 
recent books the following may be singled out: Sievers* concise account (6004); Bell’s 
Venezuela (5970), an excellent summary containing valuable information on the dif- 
ferent industries; Burger’s systematic study (5975); Morini’s brief investigation (5994); 
and Salas’ El clamor de un pueblo (6001), a collection of economic essays. Much useful 
information may also be gleaned from Benet’s Guia general de Venezuela (5972) and 
Macpherson’s Diccionario (6039). For more intimate accounts of Venezuelan social 
and economic life the student is directed to Dalton’s Venezuela (5979) and Anzola’s 
interesting and stimulating essays (6014-6017). 

Literature dealing with special fields of the national economy is still in its infancy. 
The following works are singled out primarily for the information they contain. Barral’s 
short study (6054) is a useful description of agricultural conditions in the coastal 
regions. The student of railroads will find a helpful manual in the statistical summary 
published by the Ministry of Public Works (6107). Several good books on financial 
history are available. Bigotte’s El libro de oro (6m) is an attack upon some of the 
financial practices of the Guzman administration. Landaeta Rosales’ study of the 
evolution of the monetary system (5992) is authoritative and confines itself to the 
essentials. Contemporary monetary problems are adequately discussed in Castillo’s 
La cuestidn monetaria en Venezuela (6124). And finally, we may refer to Landaeta’s 
short documented history of Venezuelan banking (6125). 
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APPENDIX: NOTES ON THE STATISTICAL SOURCES OF 

SOUTH AMERICA 


Scope and Method. 

The purpose of this supplement is to provide an introductory guide to the statistical 
sources pertaining to the economic life of Latin America. The introductory character 
of the survey necessitates a somewhat rigid limitation of its scope: it is confined to an 
analysis of the statistical practices in the countries themselves, with a particular em- 
phasis upon their official statistical agencies. Consequently, statistical materials of 
European and North American origin, on the whole better known to the student, 
are considered here only in so far as they bear significantly upon the whole body of 
statistical information relating to Latin America. 

In this survey, the meaning of the term “statistics” is determined from the point 
of view of the economic historian. On the one hand, it is broader than that of the 
term “economic statistics” as defined by the International Conference at Geneva 
(I928), 1 * to the extent that it includes census information, and also transportation, 
communication, and finance. On the other hand, some branches of vital statistics 
are excluded from our discussion. 

The survey is based largely upon first hand information. Whenever obtainable, 
the statistical materials have been examined and arranged. But much of the evidence 
has been gathered by means of questionnaires sent to the officials in charge of the 
statistical bureaus, to consuls, banks, chambers of commerce, institutes, and indi- 
viduals. Much information has also been gleaned from the List of the Serial Publica- 
tions of Foreign Governments? 

The method of presentation is dictated by the nature of the investigation. Follow- 
ing a brief discussion of the non-Latin-American sources, and a general review of the 
nature and character of Latin-American statistics, each country is taken up separately, 
in the same order in which it appears in the main part of the volume. 

Yearbooks. 

Yearbooks and other external sources of information on Latin America are, as a 
rule, dependent upon data supplied by the official statistical bureaus. Though general 
in character, and by their very nature secondary, the yearbooks rank highly among 
the available sources, because of their relative accessibility and continuity. 

The first compilations to be mentioned are the South American Handbook , 3 published 
since 1924, and its short-lived antecedent, the Anglo-South American Handbook . 4 
These are devoted primarily to Latin-American affairs. Among the world yearbooks

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in which some space is given to Latin America, we may point out the following: the 
Statistical Yearbook oj the League of Nations, begun in 1926; 1 the International Year 
Book of Agricultural Statistics ; 2 the Statesman s Yearbook, which carries back to 1864; 3 
the Statistical Abstract for the Principal and other Foreign Countries sponsored by the 
British Board of Trade (published since 1872); the second volume of the Commerce 
Yearbook edited by the United States Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, 
the 10th number of which was published in 1932; the 1933 issue of the Foreign Com- 
merce Yearbook , recently compiled by the staff of the Bureau; and the American States- 
man s Yearbook , put out for the first time in 1912. It is notable that these general 
annuals have gradually given more attention to Latin-American affairs. 

Encyclopaedias, Periodicals. 

It has been observed in the introduction to the volume that encyclopaedias and other 
general sources have devoted space to Latin America which seems disproportionately 
small. The same is true of statistical compendiums and periodicals. Very little or 
no material can be found in the publications of the leading statistical societies: thus, 
the rather complete history of statistics published in 1918 under the auspices of the 
American Statistical Association left Latin America entirely out of account. 4 More 
recently, however, the tendency has been towards greater recognition of this part of 
the world. The editors of the latest edition of the Handworterbuch der Staatswissen - 
sckaften have, for example, allotted more space than ever before to the statistics (to 
the financial statistics especially) of Latin-American countries. 5 * 

A few other external sources of a special nature should be mentioned here. The 
investigator should consult the various publications of the League of Nations,® the 
bulletins of the Pan American Union, the publications of the United States Depart- 
ment of Commerce, and the reports of the Great Britain Department of Overseas 
Trade. Some information may also be gained from the consular reports of Austria, 
Belgium, France, Germany, Great Britain, and the United States. Particular men- 
tion may be made here of Volume 13 of the series of U. S. Special Consular Reports, 
entitled: Money and Prices in Foreign Countries , which includes a comprehensive survey 
of commodity prices and wages in the Latin-American republics. 7 

Miscellaneous External Sources. 

The publications of various trade associations and institutes contain special data 
on the volume of production, consumption, prices, stocks, etc., of certain commodities 
like cotton, iron, steel, and copper, for each country where they are especially sig- 
nificant. For instance, data relating to raw cotton are compiled by the New Orleans 
Cotton Exchange 8 and the International Federation of Master Cotton Spinners* and 
Manufacturers* Associations. 9

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For data concerning public finance and international loans, one should consult the 
reports of the British Corporation of Foreign Bondholders 1 and the bulletins of the 
Association Nationale des Porteurs Frangais de Valeurs Mobili&res 2 and the inter- 
national banks. 3 The International Finance Source Book compiled by Diana J. Powers 
Rossi has also proved to be a helpful guide. 4 

In the field of foreign trade, there is no source available which is devoted especially 
to the data of the countries of Latin America. The situation is much better with 
regard to the methods used by the different republics in their compilation. The Pre- 
paratory Documents issued by the League of Nations in connection with the 1928 Con- 
ference contain tables which present in some detail the methods used in almost all 
countries. These tables cover the methods of handling statistics of foreign trade, the 
problems of trade valuation, classification of types of trade, and related questions. 
The guide to the foreign trade statistics of many countries, edited by Frederick Brown, 5 * 
is of limited utility to us on account of the fact that no Latin American country re- 
ceives primary consideration therein. 

General History. 

Despite the emphasis laid by great men of the continent like Belgrano® and 
Monteagudo 7 upon the importance of statistical science, its development in the 
countries of Latin America has proceeded at a very uneven pace, and its application 
has sometimes lacked in consistency. In only one country, Chile, has there been that 
long, steady, process of growth which is conducive to the accumulation of a body of 
continuous and comparable series. As for the other republics, the data vary widely 
in quantity and quality. Some of the governments, notably those in Central America, 
have only lately begun to pay attention to the compilation of statistical material. 8 

The participation of the Latin-American states in the early statistical congresses 
was sporadic. Delegates from Costa Rica and Peru attended the meeting in Paris 
in 1855; Brazil sent a representative to the Congress at London in i860. On the occa- 
sion of the 25th anniversary of the founding of the International Institute of Statistics, 
in 1885, Baron d’Ourem, one of the few Brazilians interested in statistics at that time,

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published a pamphlet describing the official statistical organization in the Empire. 1 
On the whole, however, it is safe to say that very little information about the progress 
of statistical science or practice in Latin America was available to the outside world. 

No special Pan-American conference has ever been held to discuss problems relating 
to statistics. However, other conferences have given time to the exchange of ideas 
and adoption of resolutions, some of which have had considerable effect. The First 
and Second Pan-American Scientific Congresses gave close attention to census prob- 
lems. 2 The Fourth International Conference of American States (1910) passed a 
resolution recommending to each government that it take a decennial census of popu- 
lation, and that it plan industrial and other censuses. 3 The Fifth Conference (1923) 
adopted a similar census resolution, and sought to provide an impetus for its practical 
fulfillment by encouraging inter-communication among the statistical bureaus. 4 

The dissemination of statistical data received special attention at the first four 
international American conferences. 5 The matter of uniformity in their collection 
met with some discussion at the Fifth and Sixth Conferences, at the Pan-American 
Standardization Conferences, 6 and also at the Fourth Pan-American Commercial 
Conference (1931). 7 The Seventh International Conference planned to discuss the 
recommendations of the Commercial Conference in this connection, besides the special 
problem of the uniformity of demographic statistics, which arose with the considera- 
tion of an Inter- American Bureau of Labor. 

Several Latin-American states were represented at the International Conference 
relating to Economic Statistics, held at Geneva in 1928 under the auspices of the 
League of Nations. Five of the republics signed the final act of the Conference; Brazil 
alone affixed her formal approval to the convention and protocol. 


Internal Organization of the Collection and Dissemination of Data. 

The usual plan of organization provides for a central bureau of statistics (Direccidn 
General or Oficina Central) subordinate to one of the ministries. As a general rule, 
the duties of the chief of this bureau are determined by law. Some of the republics 
have experimented with a plan under which the central office is charged not only with 
the publication, but also with the collection of data. This plan, however, has often 
been found to be rather expensive and not too efficient, especially since other agencies 
were well equipped to assemble data as by-products of their administrative routine. 
Moreover, it has sometimes happened that the separate appropriations requisite for 
the maintenance of a central statistical bureau were not forthcoming. The experience 
of Chile is typical in this respect. There it was finally found that with a limited amount 
of funds, the best results could be obtained by delegating the general supervision of 
the collection of data as well as direct charge over their publication to the central bureau; 
reserving, at the same time, the actual assembly of the data to the other departments. 

Generally speaking, then, the Latin-American governments have leaned toward the

European type of formal organization: the main tendency has been towards centraliza- 
tion. However, for reasons of economy and efficiency, a good proportion of the work 
is still being performed by the provincial offices and the various departments of the 
national governments. 

The most common type of general statistical publication in Latin America is the 
Anuario Estadistico, an abstract of all the data compiled annually. Because of its 
conciseness and universality, it has met with general approval. 1 In some countries, 
the need for a still more compact statement has been filled by a Stntests or Sinopsis 
of the Anuario . In addition, some bureaus have issued current data in the form of 
quarterly or monthly bulletins, serving further to supplement the annuals. Another 
standard serial is the annual report of foreign commerce, usually issued either by the 
central statistical bureau or by the ministry of finance. In some countries the data 
are also released in monthly, quarterly or semi-annual instalments. A third major 
publication is the report on the receipts and payments of the national treasury. The 
figures are usually published by the ministry of finance, at various intervals of time. 
A fourth form of publication is the annual report of the central bank in each country. 
These reports, which appear with a high degree of regularity, as a rule contain informa- 
tion on all phases of the economic life of the country. Since each bank exerts a pro- 
found influence upon the nation’s private finance, its data have corresponding signifi- 
cance. 

It is difficult to draw any general lines describing the form of the other statistical 
documents, since the procedure in various countries has been far from uniform. A 
more detailed analysis for each country of the South American continent is reserved 
for treatment below. 

Character of the Available Economic Data. 

In Latin America, the collection and analysis of statistical data have attained a 
fair degree of development in certain branches of economic activity. The data on 
foreign trade, especially imports, are outstanding in this respect. Careful records 
have also been preserved of the fiscal activity of almost every government. Trans- 
portation, communication, and agricultural production are receiving more and more 
attention on the part of statistical agencies. 

Some phases of economic life have been comparatively neglected. This is especially 
true of domestic trade, for which practically no figures are available. Corporate 
finance, industrial production and consumption, and labor are among the fields in 
which relatively little progress has been made. The body of data on mines and mineral 
resources is on the whole very small, although the figures supplied by Chile, Bolivia, 
and Mexico compare favorably in scope and detail with those of nations outside Latin 
America. As for statistics on population, the data are not entirely satisfactory. As 
will be seen below, censuses, the main sources of these data, have been taken only 
irregularly and after long intervals of time. Here again, Chile forms an exception. 

Only a beginning has been made in the short-time analysis of price fluctuations 
and other series relevant to the business cycle. To be sure, in several of the countries, 
certain banks and private agencies have recently begun to issue statistical series re- 
lating to current business conditions. On the whole, however, the measurement of 
price movements by means of index numbers, as shown in these bulletins, is still in 
an embryonic stage. 

In their lack of uniformity and comparability, La tin- American statistics present 
the same problems to the scientist as the data of countries in other parts of the world. 
Latin America, however, has this advantage: that it will have a better chance to make

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a clean start when and if international conventions shall have been put into practice. 
It is especially unfortunate that in the past the censuses have been taken so irregularly. 
At present, it appears that Brazil and Chile have decided to adhere to a census-taking 
plan similar to that followed in the United States. In Colombia, a law passed in 1917 
provided that a census be taken the following year and every tenth year thereafter. 
These provisions were carried out in 1918 and 1928. As for the other countries of 
South America, the situation apparently shows no improvement. 

The difficulties in using Latin-American statistical sources are accentuated by the 
lack of continuity in the publication of serials and the inaccessibility of many of the 
issues. In many cases, these circumstances make it all but impossible to derive an 
economic series of considerable length, thereby seriously handicapping research in 
Latin-American economic history. 

In the following discussion of each of the ten countries of South America, the treat- 
ment consists of a brief account of its census history, followed by a somewhat longer 
section in which an effort is made to arrange the sources as they fall within the major 
fields of economic investigation: e.g., foreign commerce, public finance, industry, cur- 
rency and banking, etc. This analysis is far from complete or final. With few excep- 
tions, no attempt has been made to point out the sources of data pertaining to specific 
industries or specific commodities. Although there are comparatively few publications 
available which are devoted exclusively to the statistics of a particular commodity, 
it may be assumed that the most important commodities of each country, as for ex- 
ample coffee in Brazil, receive primary attention in the various appropriate publications. 


ARGENTINA. 

Census. 

The Argentine census has been the subject for much agitation by the leading thinkers 
of the country for over a century. As early as 1810, Mariano Moreno waged a cam- 
paign for a general survey of the provinces of the viceroyalty, which was begun but 
never completed. The same spirit has been characteristic of statesmen and scientists 
right down to the present. One of its latest manifestations was a resolution adopted 
at the First National Conference on Statistics (C6rdoba, 1925) stating that the levy 
of a fourth census was the most fundamental and urgent task in the reorganization of 
Argentine statistics. 1 

The failure of Argentina to pursue -a consistent census policy can be partially ex- 
plained by political considerations. 2 The provisional articles of 1815 and 1817, the 
Constitution of 1826, and the Constitution of 1853 all provided that the number of 
deputies to the lower house of the legislature from each province be apportioned ac- 
cording to its population, in a given ratio. Observing that the population of the coastal 
provinces had grown more rapidly than that in the interior, the lower house refrained 
from authorizing censuses to be taken in the fear that such enumerations would in- 
crease the proportionate representation of those particular provinces to the disad- 
vantage of the others. 3

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In spite of Argentina’s economic and social progress, the history of its national 
census is quite brief. The first truly national census was not taken until 1869; it was 
rather elementary in scope and method, confining itself almost entirely to the simple 
enumeration of the population. This census was published in 1872, in one volume. 
Twenty-six years intervened before a second census was taken. Designed on a larger 
scale, it endeavored to cover not only the population, but also the wealth of the nation, 
and, to a lesser degree, some other phases of Argentina’s economic life. 1 The third 
and latest census was executed in 1914; 2 3 4 both in extent and in intensity of investigation 
it showed great improvement over the Census of 1895. Much attention was paid to 
economic problems: of the ten volumes, four were devoted to agriculture, industry, 
and commerce, while three were given over to population. In addition, data of a 
financial nature were assembled and placed in a separate volume. 

The growth of Argentina’s population has also been measured from time to time 
by various estimates. However, it has been recognized by Argentine writers that, 
with few exceptions, these estimates cannot be considered accurate or final. 

The census work of the central government has been supplemented by that of the 
local governments, some of which have been active for a long period of time. A r6sum£ 
of their accomplishments can be found in the Primer Censo of 1869. Anyone interested 
particularly in the city of Buenos Aires should consult the work by Alberto B. Martinez, 
entitled: Estudio Topogrdfico e Historia Demogrdfica de la Ciudad de Buenos Aires* 
in which the author describes in detail the 24 censuses, calculations, and estimates of 
the city’s population since 1580. 


Economic Statistics. 

We shall try in this place merely to point out a few lines of order in the complexity 
of organization of the official statistical services in Argentina. Materials for a satis- 
factory outline of the historical development are not available. But the reader is 
directed to a pamphlet by Alberto B. Martinez entitled: La Estadistica en la Republica 
Argentina : su Pas ado, su Presente y Mejorias de que es Susceptible en el Porvenir A 

The early organization of statistical activity in Argentina seems to have followed 
the European plan rather than the British-American. A central office, termed the 
Oficina (or Direccidn General) de Estadistica was set up, in 1864, with six sections, 
which were to handle all the various kinds of data assembled by the national, pro- 
vincial, and municipal offices. This Oficina, as it was called at first, soon began to 
publish at intervals of two or three years a Rejistro Estadistica de la Republica Argentina . 
When the Rejistro lapsed in 1882, nothing took its place. It is true that the Direccion 
published an Extracto Estadistico in 1915, but there has been no other general com- 
pendium of data, excepting the censuses of 1895 and I 9 I 4* As each bureau of the 
government has found it necessary to collect and disseminate data, it has done so. 
The result is that the data are sometimes duplicated and often confusing. 

This condition was forcibly brought to attention at the First National Conference 
of Statistics, held at C6rdoba in 1925. One of the main purposes of that conference 
was to secure coordination of Argentine statistics by promoting cooperation among 
the officials of the country. Incidentally, the Conference’s first recommendation was 
that the “Direccidn General de la Nacidn publish an annual containing a r6sum6 of 
the national, provincial, and municipal statistics, to form a numerical synthesis of the

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economic and social condition of the country.” 1 The annual has yet to appear, prob- 
ably on account of the difficulties (fully recognized by the Conference) of coordinating 
the work of the various statistical agencies. 

In a more or less detailed consideration of the official sources in Argentina, data on 
foreign trade should receive first attention. As in Brazil, this department of statistical 
activity was for a long time exclusively under the control of the Ministry of Finance 
(Hacienda), to be transferred later to the Central Statistical Office, so far as analysis 
or publication were concerned. Therefore, for the earlier data one consults publications 
of the Ministry; for later, those of the Direccion. The Ministry has issued its annual 
Memoria since i860 or thereabouts; at times it has also sponsored a monthly bulletin. 
Of course, these two serials contain data on public finance as well as on foreign com- 
merce. But from 1861 to 1892 the Ministry issued under one name or another an 
annual report devoted to commercial data alone. At first the scope of the figures was 
limited to Buenos Aires. The name of the volume in 1892 was Estadtstica del Comercio 
y de la Xavegacidn. In 1893, the task of continuing it fell to the Direccidn General 
de Estadfstica, which had already (1882) begun to put out a quarterly or semi-annual 
called El Comercio Exterior . (It is still being printed at the present day). The new 
volume, which assumed the title: Anuario del Comercio Exterior y de la Navegaci6n y 
was for some time so large that it was divided into two parts. In 1915 it was con- 
siderably abbreviated, when the navigation data were dropped. It has continued to 
appear ever since. 

The Direccifin has edited other valuable materials dealing with foreign trade. Many 
of its frequent Informes , which first came out in 1923, summarize very recent data. 
They are simply entitled: El Comercio Exterior. ... In addition, the Direccion has 
printed a few more elaborate reports. In the works entitled: El Intercambio Econdmico 
de la Republica Argentina en 1916 (1917), and Intercambio Econdmico de la Republic a 
7970-/9/7 (1918), the methods of calculating commodity values are described. Fa- 
miliarity with these methods is essential to any student of Argentine trade, currency, 
and exchange. 2 There are two other publications of the Direccidn worthy of mention: 
the An&lisis del Comercio Exterior Argentino y 1910-1922 (1923), and the briefer Noticia 
Sumaria del Comercio Exterior Argentina , 1910-1923 (1924). 

A separate series of brief reports has been issued by the Direccidn General de Comercio 
e Industria, under the title: Argentine International Trade : a few figures on its develop- 
ment. Some numbers were printed in English, others in French and German. 

Among the non-official sources of information on foreign trade, the publications of 
the banking house of Tornquist and Company are outstanding. One of these, styled: 
El Balance de Pagos de la Republica Argentina , appeared in Buenos Aires annually 
during the World War. 3 

As was mentioned above, the annual reports and monthly bulletins of the Ministry 
of Finance contain statistics on public finance. Furthermore, the Ministry has an- 
nually prepared a volume: Ley de Presupuesto General . . . , especially devoted to 
budgetary matters. Then, too, the reports of the subordinate Contaduria General 
have been issued separately at times. As for other sources, there is one of a semi- 
official nature which is indispensable to the student of Argentine public and corporate 
finance: Pedro Agote’s Informe del Presidente del Cridito Publico . . , 4 

The agricultural and industrial statistics of Argentina have in general been under 
the care of the Ministry of Agriculture or its sub-sections. To be sure, some industrial 
data have been included in the general censuses. In fact, the Census of 1914 included

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a complete national industrial census* A running census was conducted by the Direc- 
tion General de Comercio e Industria from 1908 to 1919 and released from time to time 
in the form of 27 bulletins, twenty of which were bound and published as a Censo 
Industrial . The later bulletins are headed: Estadistica Comerdal e Industrial. A 
special commission executed a Censo Agropecuario in 1908, and published it in three 
parts during the same year. Finally, mention should be made of the Censo de Bienes 
Nacionales (1890). 

For other data on industry and agriculture, one should consult the Memorias of 
the Ministry of Agriculture* Most of the statistical activity connected with the min- 
istry has been delegated to a bureau called the Direction de Economia Rural y Es- 
tadistica Agricola. This Bureau has been responsible for an Anuario^ (no longer issued), 
and a Boletin Mensual de Estadistica (y Comercio ). Both publications contain data 
on production, trade, and prices. And a special volume was released in 1899 by the 
Direccidn de Agricultura y Ganaderla, under the name: Estadistica : Mercados de Ganados y 
Frutos y Cere ales, Precios Corrientes. 

The Argentine data on transportation and communication have been compiled and 
published by two separate offices: the Direccion General de Ferrocarriles Nacionales 
and the Direccion General de Correos y Telegrafos. The former bureau has issued 
an annual report since 1892; the latter, since 1882. A guide to the use of the data 
included in these reports has been prepared by Emilio Rebuelto, entitled: Medio Siglo 
de Estadistica Ferroviaria Argentina , 1 880-1 930. 1 Data on communication can be 
found in the Primer Censo General de sus Bienes , released in 1930 by the Post Office 
Department. 

Argentine data on labor and immigration are likewise handled by two bureaus. 
The Direccion de Inmigracidn issued a Memoria almost every year from 1869 to 1920. 
The Departamento Nacional de Trabajo has continued the publication of its Anuario 
Estadistica del Trabajo from 1913 up to the present. Its Boletin dates from 1907 and 
now goes under the name of CrSnica Mensual. 

Most of the work on prices and index numbers in Argentina has been done by private 
agencies. The only department of the government which has been directly concerned 
with such matters is the Ministry of Agriculture, the publications of which are men- 
tioned above. Moreover, some of the provincial and municipal statistical offices have 
made contributions. The stock exchanges have also furnished materials, published 
in monthly, bi-weekly, or weekly bulletins. The Boletin Oficial of the Bolsa de Co- 
mercio in Buenos Aires, and its Boletin Quincenal de Precios Corrientes are both sources 
of price information. The former was inaugurated in 1905, the latter in 1895. The 
Revista de Economia Argentina , a monthly edited by Alejandro E. Bunge, publishes 
index numbers. The purchasing power of money is the subject of a special report 
issued by the Direccion General de Estadistica in 1924. 1 2 

In general, statistics of banks and banking have received relatively little attention 
on the part of the Argentine Government. 3 The space devoted to these affairs in 
financial reports (and in the third national census) has obviously been inadequate. 
Largely as a result of the Conference at Cordoba in 1925, the Direccion General de 
Estadistica has in recent years made considerable effort to make up for the deficiency. 
In that very year, it conducted a census of the banks, 4 which it followed soon after

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by a survey of the banking organization of the country. 1 2 These two publications 
furnish a point of departure for future work in this direction. 

At the same time, it has been proposed by the Seminario de Bancos of the Uni- 
versity of Buenos Aires to organize a service of banking statistics based upon the 
materials submitted by the Inspeccion General de Justicia. The Direccion suggested 
that some method be devised by which the new service could be made permanent, 
leaving the analysis and publication to its office. It is not known just how far the 
matter has been carried. We do know, however, that the Instituto de Economia 
Bancaria made an investigation along these lines, publishing the results under the 
title: Andlisis Estadistieo y EconSmico de Algunas Series Banc arias y AJines en el Pertodo 
1901 a 1927? 

Aside from the few sources indicated above, we must depend upon the reports of 
the banks themselves. The Banco de la Naci6n Argentina has issued an annual report 
since it was established in 1891. In addition, it has released the Economic Review 
since August, 1928. The Banco Hipotecario Nacional has also put out annual reports 
since it was established, in 1887. The Caja de Conversidn is a third similar source 
of information. There are a number of other large banks in the different provinces 
of the nation, which also prepare statistical series. 

The activity of the provincial and municipal statistical offices should not be ex- 
cluded from an account of the statistical materials dealing with Argentina. For some 
of them far antedate the national organization, and have been the pioneers. They 
have conducted censuses, kept up services, and undertaken some analyses beyond the 
facilities of the national government. Of course, the presence of several such inde- 
pendent offices and departments has led to duplication of work and confusion in the 
results. Nevertheless, their work has been of great value. The investigator is recom- 
mended to look up the publications of the offices of Buenos Aires (both provincial and 
municipal), Mendoza, and Cordoba. The provincial office of Buenos Aires has pub- 
lished its own Anuario Estadistieo at times, besides a Boletin . 

It is impossible to give any satisfactory account here of the various non-official 
sources of data in Argentina. However, we may mention, besides those named above 
in some special connection, the Argentine Year Book r, published since 1902. In that 
year, the Year Book was formed by a consolidation of the Anuario Pillado and John 
Grant’s Argentine Commercial Guide . 


BOLIVIA 3 

Census. 

Although Bolivia is reported to have taken not less than six censuses between the 
years 1831 and 1900, 4 there is no record available that the results of the first five have 
ever been published. So far as we can ascertain, only the census of 1900 can be found

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in printed form. 1 One other census was authorized by the Bolivian legislature for 
the year 1912, 2 3 but in all probability the project was never carried out. 

Economic Statistics. 

Economic data for Bolivia are difficult to obtain, because the government has not 
until very recently paid serious attention to their compilation and dissemination.* 
The few data which are available can be analyzed only with the greatest difficulty 
due to their incompleteness and lack of homogeneity and continuity. 

A large part of the Bolivian materials deal with mining, foreign trade and public 
finance. In the last-named field, the principal sources are the publications of the 
Ministry of Finance. Prominent among these are the annual reports of the Ministry 
(and their appendices), which have been published since 1831, and the budgetary esti- 
mates, issued since 1832. These may be supplemented by the fiscal reports published 
by the National Treasury over a long period of time. In 1928, the financial section 
of the Ministry commenced the publication of a bulletin devoted to the current finan- 
cial problems of the country. 

The reports of the Ministry of Finance also include some data on foreign commerce. 
However, the major source of Bolivian commercial statistics is the Comercio Especial 
de Bolivia , published at first by the Customs Department (1911-1924), and later by 
the Technical Office of Finance and Industry (1924-1927), and the National Bureau 
of Financial Statistics (1928- ). In 1928, the last-named Bureau began publishing 

statistical data on the exportation of minerals. 4 

Few data pertaining to the other phases of Bolivian economic life, are available, 
except for very recent years. Although the first Oficina de Estadistica was founded as 
early as 1845, its publications during the nineteenth century were geographical rather 
than statistical in character, one exception being the Archivo Estadistico , published 
in 1874. The Oficina Nacional de Inmigracion, Estadistica y Propaganda Geografica 
began publishing a monthly bulletin in 1901, which continued until 1914. 5 6 It contains 
commercial statistics and data on municipal and national finance. In 1903 and 1904, 
the same Oficina issued a Stnopsis Estadistica y Geografica (3 vols.) which is of a very 
general nature. An Anuario Geogrdfico y Estadistico appeared in 1 917-19, which con- 
tains statistical information of considerable value to the economist.® In 1933, the 
recently organized Oficina Nacional de Estadistica Financiera published data on the 
budgets, public debt, bank balances, foreign commerce, and railroads of Bolivia. 7 

Some publications of the ministries include various data of economic significance. 
The Ministerio de Hacienda e Industria put out a monthly review from 1909 to 1911 
which contains material on importations, banks, and prices of minerals and rubber. 
Some commercial statistics can also be found in the appendices to the annual reports 
of the Ministerio de Colonizacion e Industria, from 1905 to 1910.

BRAZIL . 2 3 4 

Census. 

In many respects, the census history of Brazil resembles that of Argentina. In 
both scope and quality, the censuses of the two countries pass through a similar process 
of gradual improvement; in both countries, at the same time, the influence of political 
factors is revealed in their frequency. In Brazil, as in Argentina, the censuses are 
few and far between. The student of the growth of population is forced to revert to 
estimates and calculations, more or less authoritative, and to partial censuses executed 
by provincial governments. And it may be added that in Brazil the situation has 
been further complicated by the presence of Indians, whose exact number is still a 
matter of guesswork. 

Probably the most complete source of information on the various estimates and 
calculations in Brazil is the Resumo Historico dos Inqueritos Censitarios Realizados no 
Brazil which is included in the first volume of the Recenseamento de 1920* The Resumo 
cites 16 estimates beginning with that of CorrSa de Serra (1776) and ending with 
T. Pompeu de Souza Brazil’s calculations in 1869. There is also an article on popula- 
tion in the first volume of the Diccionario Historico Geographico e Ethnographico de 
Brasil * which gives 14 various estimates. And finally, there is the extract from the 
Grande Encyclopedic compiled by E. Levasseur, 5 who mentions three estimates in 
addition to those contained in the Diccionario . 

Up to 1872, the Brazilian government showed little interest in population statistics. 
According to a report of the Brazilian delegate to the International Statistical Con- 
gress held at London in i860, the imperial government was satisfied to continue the 
routine operations of the colonial parishes, which were confined to the annual regis- 
tration of births, deaths, marriages, etc. An attempt was made in 1850 to improve 
this system of registers, but it met with apparently insurmountable difficulties and 
was finally abandoned. 

The first Brazilian census was taken in 1872. Commentators agree that the census 
left much to be desired. The dispersion of population, coupled with the lack of ex- 
perience on the part of the imperial administration, made it impossible to obtain com- 
plete and trustworthy returns. In 1873, the following year, a register of slaves in the

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Empire was compiled, which is deemed by some authorities one of the best accounts 
ever taken of the number of Negroes in Brazil. 

Not until 1890, soon after the inauguration of the republican regime, was a second 
census attempted. It displayed a great improvement over the imperial census. The 
matter of racial classification received more careful attention; and some space was 
devoted to industry, commerce, finance, education, and other phases of national life. 
Unfortunately, the analysis of the data was delayed and obstructed by lack of funds 
and personnel. The Directoria Geral de Estatistica kept at the work for ten years, 
until the approach of the census of 1900 forced it to divert its efforts to that under- 
taking. The only tangible evidence of all this labor consists of four volumes, of which 
one is a synopsis of the census in the Federal District; the second is an abstract of 
the general census for the nation; and the other two are summaries of the population 
data, classified in several ways. 

The Census of 1900 was executed on the last day of the year. Because of its de- 
fectiveness, its publication was also long delayed, and the work on the Federal District 
was entirely cancelled. A special census of the District was taken in 1906 to fill the gap. 

A census was ordered by the federal government in 1910 which proved to be such 
a failure that it was finally suspended. Only fragmentary data were published. These 
probably constituted the basis for a contemporaneous estimate by the Directoria 
Geral de Estatistica. 

The Recenseamento de 1920 far surpassed anything of its kind ever attempted in Brazil. 
In many ways, it is the point of departure for a factual study of that great country. 
Its nineteen volumes (plus five volumes of abstracts) cover all phases of Brazilian life. 
This Census is available in most of the large libraries of the United States, making 
further description of it unnecessary on our part. 

The publications of the state statistical offices are very important sources of data 
on Brazilian population. In general, the offices of the states in the southern and eastern 
parts of the republic have been most active, and their statistical work has been of 
relatively high calibre. 


Economic Statistics. 

In the past, the official economic or financial data have been compiled and dissemi- 
nated principally by three agencies: the Ministerio da Fazenda, the Directoria de 
Estatistica Commercial, and the Directoria Geral de Estatistica. We shall take up 
the various statistical publications of the three offices of issuance in that order. 

The annual Relatorio prepared by the Minister of Finance for the Imperial Assembly 
(or the President of the Republic), published at least since 1855, has long been an 
important source of information on Brazilian finance and foreign commerce. Its 
significance and usefulness are especially great for the period prior to 1889, since the 
Ministerio da Fazenda was practically the only agency which did serious work in 
collecting and publishing statistical data. It is true that the reports of the other im- 
perial ministries, especially those of the Ministry of the Empire (or Interior), contain 
some data of interest to economists, but they are generally inferior in both quality 
and quantity to those relating to finance and commerce. 1 

Besides the general Relatorio , the Ministry of Finance has regularly put out reports 
dealing with government finance. Some of the titles of these reports are: Balango da 
Receita e Despeza (issued since 1836 and called the Contas after 1923); the Balango 
Provisorio da Receita e Despeza , issued since 1893; a nd the Proposta de Or g amen to de

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Receita e Despeza , which has appeared regularly since 1854. 1 From 1894 to 1906 the 
Ministry also issued a Synopse da Receita e Despeza annually. 

The Ministerio da Fazenda has always had more or less direct charge of the prepara- 
tion of commercial statistics. However, the only imperial publication of this particular 
nature which has come to our attention was issued for only about three years. 2 For 
other years, the student should consult the Relatorio . 

Foreign commerce has received considerable attention since 1900, when the Direc- 
toria de Estatistica Commercial, a newly organized department of the Ministerio da 
Fazenda, began to publish special reports. The publication of these reports was un- 
interrupted until 1930, when the Department was abolished. The Directoria did not 
confine itself to the publication of the Commercio Exterior do Brasil , but also compiled 
a series of annual reports relating to imports and exports, and issued frequent bulletins 
on banking and trade. 

The third principal official agency of statistical publication, the Directoria Geral de 
Estatistica, was established by an imperial decree in 1871. Until very recently, the 
prime function of this Directoria has been to gather and publish materials for the gen- 
eral census. Since each census has required special legislation, the status and activity 
of the Directoria have changed according to the political alignments of the moment. 

The Directoria Geral de Estatistica was organized in 1871 as an independent agency. 
But in 1881 it was annexed to the Secretaria de Estado dos Negocios do Imperio as a 
subordinate department. The Republic elevated it to independent rank in 1890, as 
part of the preparation for the census of that year. A large number of changes in the 
formal organization of the Directoria have been ordered by the legislature since that 
time. It was subjugated to the Ministerio da Viajao in 1891, remodelled in 1907, 
and transferred to the Ministerio da Agricultura, Industria e Commercio in 1915. 
In 1930 its powers were enlarged, its name was changed from Directoria to Departa- 
mento and it was placed under the newly organized Ministerio do Trabalho, Industria 
e Commercio. 

For the greater part of its career, its only important publication has been the census, 
and it was not given an opportunity to do very much along that line until 1920. How- 
ever, since 1920 its activity has been extended so as to cover the more frequent dissemi- 
nation of data of economic and financial importance. 

We shall enumerate here some of the publications of the Directoria Geral other than 
the census. For some time it issued a Relatorio of a general nature. 3 It has put out 
only one Annuario , which purports to summarize data for the period 1908-1912, the 
second volume being devoted wholly to economics and finance. 4 The bureau also 
issued, in 1914, a work entided: Finangasi Quadras Synopticos da Receita e Despeza do 
Brazily 1822-1914 . 

Since the world war, a number of miscellaneous compilations have appeared under 
the auspices of the Directoria Geral. Two of these worthy of mention are: Resumo 
da Farias Estatisticas Economico-financciras (1924) and Estatistica das Finangas do 
Brazil (1926). There has been an extraordinary spurt of activity since 1930, when 
the General Office took over the functions of the Directoria de Estatistica Commercial. 
The new Departamento has begun to issue the regular Commercio Exterior do Brasily 
and has expanded the publication of data on maritime commerce and banking. It 
also issued two large booklets entitled: Commercio de Cabotagem do Brasily covering 
between them the years 1928-1931. For the first time, the Departamento has also

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issued banking statistics in an independent form. In 1932 it put out two booklets 
entitled: Movimento Bancario , which contain very recent data. 

There have appeared only two official Brazilian yearbooks, although there are sev- 
eral of unofficial character. Besides the single Annuario Estatistico of the Directoria 
Geral mentioned above, there are available three or four issues of a volume called: 
Economical Data about Brazil , edited by the Ministry of Finance. 

Two special semi-official sources of information are the Banco do Brasil and the 
Centro Industrial do Brasil. The series of reports issued by the Banco is a long one. 
Inaugurated soon after the founding of the first Banco do Brasil (1808), it has con- 
tinued ever since despite the several changes which have taken place in the organiza- 
tion of the Bank. Brazil is one of the few Latin-American nations which have devoted 
an appreciable amount of effort to the compilation and dissemination of industrial 
data. Credit belongs to the Centro Industrial , which has conducted rather complete 
censuses on two occasions. The Centro undertook its first investigation at the request 
of the Ministerio da Industria, Viagao e Obras Publicas, publishing the results in 
three volumes. 1 2 The second industrial census was reported in a volume called: Es - 
tatistica da Producgao Fabril Brasileira? Of course, these data can be supplemented 
by those included in the Recenseamento de 1920. 

An excellent source of Brazilian railway statistics has been furnished by the In- 
spectors Federal das Estradas, which has compiled a series of volumes entitled: Es - 
tatistica das Estradas de Ferro , containing comprehensive data in great detail. The 
reports of the Estrada de Ferro Central are also particularly helpful. Information 
on ports and waterways is contained in two publications put out in 1921 by the In- 
spectors Federal de Portos, Rios e Canaes, entitled: Estatistica de Portos and Quadros 
Estatisticos. 

The departments of the federal government have published very few statistical 
reports devoted exclusively to agriculture. The Servi$o do Algodao has issued a 
brochure on cotton statistics, designed to cover the years 1921-1924. 3 The Servi$o 
de Inspecgao e Fomento Agricolas has from time to time put out similar reports on 
agricultural statistics in general. 4 * This Service also published in 1925 a special vol- 
ume devoted to the prices and marketing of foodstuffs. 6 7 

Of special value are the Documentos Parlamentarios , issued by the Congress in a 
long and irregular series. The Documentos include, among other things, important 
and authoritative data pertaining to the activities of some of the leading government 
commissions. The volumes in this series devoted to the valorization of coffee are espe- 
cially useful. In this connection, we may mention one other publication devoted to 
the statistics of coffee production and shipment: O Cafe ; Estatisticos de Producgao e 
Exportagdo , which has appeared at intervals since 19 14. 8 

In concluding this brief account of the official statistical service in Brazil, we should 
mention that only a beginning has been made in the calculation of index numbers in 
that country. The only evidence of a price index which has come to our attention is 
an article by M. Bulhoes-Carvalho entitled: Nombres-Indices des Prix de Detail des 
Principaux Articles d* Alimentation au BresilJ The article is principally concerned

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with the markets of Rio de Janeiro and a few other centers. Brazilian index numbers 
referring to business conditions form the subject of a short study written recently by 
F. T. de Souza Reis. 1 * 

Non-official sources are for the most part yearbooks which have appeared occa- 
sionally, and which rarely give original data. J. P. Wileman edited a serial entitled: 
The Brazilian Year Book (in English) which ran through only two issues. 3 Another 
English publication is the Year Book oj Brazil , edited by Ernest Hambloch. 3 The 
Instituto de Espansao Commercial has issued in Rio de Janeiro, at irregular intervals, 
a volume called: O Brasil Actual. The Annuaire du Bresil (in French) has been printed 
annually in Paris since 1926, under the editorship of Francisco Guimaraes. Finally, 
the best source of the lot is the Retrospecto Commercial which has been issued regularly 
for a lifetime by the Jornal do Commercio (Rio de Janeiro). 

Lack of space prevents any detailed analysis of the work of the statistical offices 
of the states of Brazil. Some of these offices have been more progressive than the 
federal office. Sao Paulo has a Reparti$ao de Estatistica e Archivo; Rio Grande do 
Sul has a statistical service; Minas Geraes supports an active Servi^o de Estatistica 
Geral; Bahia has an efficient Directoria de Estatistica e Bern Estar Publico, which 
publishes substantial annuals; Pernambuco has a Reparti^ao de Estatistica well started, 
as have other states in the north and northeast: e.g., Rio Grande do Norte, which has 
recently installed a Directoria Geral de Estatistica. 


CHILE . 4 

Census. 

Even in the eighteenth century, two enumerations were made in Chile, one in 1778 
during the administration of Jauregui and the other during Avilez* term of office. 
However, these early attempts turned out to be little more than tax-lists of the prin- 
cipal centers of population. 

The history of the Chilean census really began after Chile won her independence. 
As early as 1811, the Congress ordered a country-wide census of the population to 
be taken in order to determine the future boundary lines of the provinces, entrusting 
the task to the justices or sub-delegates of the district capitals. Only one province, 
Concepci6n, responded to the order by completing its census in the following year. 
Shortly thereafter, Juan Egana obtained authorization from the governing junta to take 
charge of the whole operation. With the help of the local authorities, he succeeded 
in collecting the data for the Censo Jeneral of 1813-14. The value of this work may 
never be determined, since only a few fragments of it have come to light. 

Not until 1831 did the question of a national census again become a topic of serious 
discussion. During that year, the province of Maule al Sur and the department of 
Santiago both took censuses, which formed the basis of a national survey completed 
four years later. The scope of the Census of 1835 was rather narrow; its accuracy 
has been a matter of doubt. By 1843, the Government decided to make another count. 
This revealed a surprisingly small growth in population in the intervening eight years. 

The faults of the early Chilean censuses cannot be ascribed wholly to inefficiency 
on the part of the administrations handling them. The environment itself presented 
obstacles which were well nigh insurmountable. Not only were the inhabitants dis-

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persed over a large territory, but they often refused to cooperate with the authorities. 
Omissions were inevitable; and the subsequent arbitrary corrections by those in charge 
hardly remedied the situation. 1 

The Chilean census was provided with a permanent program by the Act of 1853, 
which stipulated that a census be taken the following year and every tenth year there- 
after. The passage of this Act, it may be said, inaugurated a new era. For the census 
of 1854, the plan of work was well thought out in advance, and carefully executed 
in a single day. The administration took great pains in every detail of the operation. 2 3 
The same high standards have prevailed in the many counts which have been made 
regularly since that time. Chile has published censuses for 1865, 1875, 188 5, 1895, 
1907, 1920, and 1930. In addition, more frequent estimates and calculations have 
been made, some of which have been printed and released.® 

Economic Statistics. 

Chile occupies a unique position among Latin-American nations, by reason of the 
wealth of her economic data. As we have already remarked, there has been a long 
and continuous progress in the collection of statistical data, their handling, and their 
dissemination. This development has proceeded in two directions. In the first place, 
statistical inquiry has been gradually extended to all phases of national economic life; 
secondly, the methods of inquiry and analysis have closely followed the evolution of 
statistical theory. As a result, the economic historian has at his disposal a large body 
of material of high quality. At the same time, the very comprehensiveness of the 
data easily leads to confusion, due partly to the complexity of the system under which 
they are collected, and partly also to the lack of clarity in the determination of the 
functions of the various agencies. 4 

As is the case with most Latin-American countries, the financial and commercial 
data of Chile are the most abundant. The chief agency in the collection of statistics 
relating to fiscal matters is the Ministerio de Hacienda, which has regularly issued 
annual reports since 1823. Although they deal primarily with public finance, these 
reports constitute a reliable and fertile source of information on several other phases 
of national economic life. In 1888, the Ministry began to publish a bulletin, in which 
statistical series appeared from time to time. 

The compilation of data on revenues and expenditures has been entrusted to the 
Direccion de Contabilidad, which forms a section of the Ministry. This section has 
presented its accounts regularly since 1854 in a publication entitled: Cuenta Jeneral 
de las Entradas i Gastos Fisc ales. It has also sponsored two historical accounts of 
Chilean public finance. Prepared with great care, the volumes contain elaborate tables 
portraying all phases of the monetary and financial history of the country. 5 In recent

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years, the compilation and publication of these data have been carried on by the 
Contralona General, which issues an Informe (variously titled), and a Boletin Mensual 
(since 1928). Since 1927 the Oficina del Presupuesto has issued a series of, booklets 
which contain detailed data on budgets and other fiscal affairs. The Oficina also pub- 
lishes a quarterly Boletin de Hacienda , another extremely useful source. 

The data on Chilean foreign commerce are very complete. For the most part, they 
have been under the charge of the Superintendencia de Aduanas and the Oficina de 
Estadistica Comercial, both subdivisions of the Ministry of Finance. These data 
have appeared in various serial publications, the principal one being the Estadistica 
Comercial de la Rcp&blica de Chile , which appeared annually from 1844 to 1915, 1 when 
it was consolidated with the Anuario Estadistico . This series is supplemented by 
another, entitled: Resumenes Estadisticos del Comercio Esterior de Chile . . . Impor- 
tacibn y Esportaci6n> which was published annually from 1873 to 1915. A third source 
is furnished by the series of reports by the Customs Department, called: Memoria 
. . . sobre la Renta y el Comercio Exterior , issued since 1881. 2 Some data on Chile’s 
trade with particular countries are to be found in the commercial reports of the Mi- 
nisters de Relaciones Exteriores. 3 4 5 6 

Perhaps in no other South-American country has the compilation of industrial 
statistics, especially mining statistics, been carried so far as in Chile. In general, 
this work has been delegated to associations of manufacturers and producers, and 
executed with the financial aid of the government. The Sociedad Nacional de Mineria 
has made several compilations of mining statistics, among which we may mention 
the following: Datos Estadisticos sobre las Minas i Fdbricas Metalurjicas de Chile f 
and Estadistica Miner a de Chile. 1 903-1 910. 5 In addition, it has conducted and 
published a number of mining censuses, or padrones . The Sociedad de Fomento Fabril 
has carried on similar investigations of a more general nature, culminating in an in- 
dustrial census in 1906. 0 The provincial governments of Atacama and Copiapo, 
where mines and mining are of particular importance, have also gathered significant 
data, relating to the exportation of minerals as well as their production. 

It is only natural that nitrates and guano have absorbed a great deal of attention 
in Chile. The statistical work connected with this industry has been divided between 
the government on the one hand, largely because of its fiscal interest, and private 
corporations on the other. The Direccion de Contabilidad had charge of the account- 
ing and operations in guano during the latter part of the nineteenth century, and 
published reports under the name of Cuenta Jeneral de las Operaciones del Guano . . . 7 
The Delegacifin Fiscal de Salitreras y Guaneras has published a long series of annual 
reports, which include detailed information on both processes and costs of production. 
In 1927, the Superintendencia de Salitre y Minas began to publish bulletins, from 
which current data can be obtained. 

Much useful work has been done by the Asociacion Salitrera de Propaganda of 
Iquique. It has issued several important statistical publications, the main one being 
its quarterly circular, appearing from 1894 on. These publications, some of which

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are issued monthly, others quarterly, and still others annually, contain elaborate series 
of data on production (by mines), exportation (by ports), stocks (in Chilean ports 
and elsewhere), and current prices. 1 

There is available a voluminous source of data on coal mining in Chile, in the form 
of a special report prepared in 1926 by the Comision del Carbon for the Ministry of 
Industries and Public Works. 2 

The early statistics of commercial banking in Chile were compiled and published 
by various agencies, principally the Ministry of Finance. However, since the Super- 
intendencia de Bancos was organized, it has taken charge of the data falling within 
this special province. Important series are being published regularly by this Depart- 
ment, in its annual Resumen de los Estados de los Bancos (issued since 1922), and its 
annual Estadistica Banc aria (issued since 1926). The Superintendencia has also issued 
other reports from time to time, dealing directly with the banking problems of the 
country. The Banco Central de Chile, the largest bank in the nation, has performed 
a great service by gathering information on credit and business conditions in Chile, 
which it releases in the form of monthly bulletins. The Annual Report of the Bank 
to the Superintendencia, which has appeared since 1927, is another fertile source. 

There are two other banking institutions which have contributed substantially to 
the body of Chilean banking statistics: the Caja de Ahorros and the Caja de Cr6dito 
Hipotecario. The former has published statements of its condition since 1859, the 
latter since 1868. The reports of the Mortgage Bank include detailed tables of data 
on loans, repayments, dividends, balances, etc. The two institutions have jointly 
published a monthly review since 1916, entitled: La Informacibn. It contains not 
only many current statistical series of varied character, but also numerous articles 
devoted to statistics and statistical theory. 

Much material on the prices of commodities and government and corporate securities 
can be derived from the annual reports of the Bolsa de Comercio at Santiago. One 
publication of this Exchange deserves particular mention: a comprehensive survey 
of the corporations of Chile, covering a ten-year period. 3 The data for the survey 
were extracted from the official files of the Bolsa. 

Several agencies have had charge of the agricultural statistics of Chile, among which 
the Oficina de Estadistica e Informaciones Agricolas has been prominent. For over 
thirty years, commencing in 1878, this Bureau published reports entitled: Estadistica 
Agricola. (After 19 11, the report continued as part 7 of the Anuario Estadistico). 
The Bureau executed a special census of live stock in 1906, and published it the same 
year. In every detail, the census was carried out with great care. 4 In addition, the 
Bureau has put out a Monthly Bulletin, beginning in 1903, in which data are given 
on prices, exchange rates, crops, live stock, etc. Another source of information about 
agricultural problems of Chile is the series of Memorias of the Inspecci6n General de 
Colonizacion e Inmigracion. Current questions are discussed in the bulletins of the 
other departments which have from time to time been in charge of agriculture. 5 In

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a class by itself is the nationwide survey of the value of rural property, executed in 
connection with the reorganization of the system of taxation, provided for in the law 
of October 25, 1853. 1 2 A similar survey was undertaken shortly after the World W T ar 
and published with the title; Estadistica del Azal&o de la Propiedad Raiz? 

Railway statistics are to be found in the publications of the Ministerio de Ferrocarriles 
and the Inspeccion de los Ferrocarriles Particulars. The annual Memoria of the 
Ministry has been issued since 1883; its appendix contains detailed tables on traffic, 
rates, income, etc. 3 4 Although not primarily statistical, the Monthly Bulletin of the 
Ministry (issued from 1912. to 1925) also presents many current data. We may men- 
tion, in this connection, a special study of government railways entitled: Monografia 
de las Lineas FSrreas Fisc ales* Data on the private railways of Chile have been 
assembled by the Inspeccion de los Ferrocarriles Particulars. The information has 
been issued annually since 1889, in reports which give statistical data on all phases 
of the operation of private lines. 5 

The reports of the Ministry of Industry and Public Works include some data on rail- 
way construction. However, the activity of this Ministry has not been confined to 
railways: i.e., its publications cover highways, bridges, docks, and other public utilities. 

Communication statistics appeared in the Memoria of the Ministerio del Interior 
from 1872 to 1896, after which date they were continued in the Memoria of the Direccidn 
General de Correos, Telegrafos y Telefonos. 

Comparatively little has been done in the field of labor statistics. The Direccidn 
General (or Oficina) del Trabajo published a Boletin from 1911 to 1927, in which are 
presented current data on -wages, costs of living, employment, and industrial accidents. 
This publication has been in the hands of the Ministerio de Bienestar Social since 1927. 
In 1910, the Bureau of Labor published a special study of living conditions in Chile 
and foreign countries, which includes some valuable data on rents. 6 

The present organization of the Chilean government’s statistical service is the cul- 
mination of a long process of development, in which the main tendencies have been 
centralization and coordination of the various independent agencies. In 1843, the 
Minister of the Interior organized a central statistical commission in Santiago, which 
accomplished very little owing to its lack of funds. 7 Four years later, a formal central 
organization, the Oficina de Estadistica, was set up, charged with the execution of a 
very broad program of investigation. Its first publication, the Repertorio National, 
(1850) was general and descriptive: it contained a short history of Chile, a commercial 
register, an article on the growth of population, and other miscellaneous information. 
The first major operation of the Oficina was the Census of X854. 8 However, it really 
began to function in i860, when the first Anuario Estadistica appeared, covering the 
decade 1848-1858. This annual has been published continuously right up to the 
present time. It has gradually broadened in scope, until it has assimilated practically 
all the statistical material relating to the country. At present, the Estadistica Anual 
(so called since 1927) is divided into seven parts, many of which are continuations

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of series formerly published by other agencies of the government. In 1929, these 
parts came in the following order: (1) Demografta y Asistencia Social ; (2) Administration , 
Justicia y Educaci6n\ (3) Agricultural (4) Miner! a e Industria ; (5) Finanzas , Buncos 
y Cajas Sociales ; (6) Comercio Interior y Comunicaciones ; (7) Comercio Esterior. For 
the sake of convenience and economy, the Oficina began publishing an abstract of the 
Anuario in 1876, called the Sinopsis (since 1927, the Anuario Estadtstico). For 1929 
and later years, a second abstract of still smaller proportions is available, termed the 
Sintesis Estadistica, Since May, 1919, the Oficina (now Direccion General) has pub- 
lished current statistical series in a monthly bulletin, the present name of which is 
Estadistica Chilena . In this bulletin, the classification of the series is similar to that 
in the annual. 

As we have already intimated, the Anuario Estadtstico and the Estadistica Chilena 
are very broad in scope. However, no effort is spared to present continuous series 
for every phase of the country's life, and to portray them in the most effective manner. 
In the whole field of South-American statistical publications, none can be found to 
surpass these in thoroughness of collection and analysis. This is quite to be expected, 
in view of the interest long displayed by Chilean economists and statesmen in statistics 
and statistical theory. 

The growth in this interest can be traced through the appearance of articles and 
monographs by Chileans. In general, the economic writers have shown a keen per- 
ception of the value of statistics, and have never hesitated to make use of them in 
their analyses. At the same time, they have from time to time expressed their views 
in various articles, to point out ways and means to improve the government statis- 
tical service. 


COLOMBIA. 

Census. 

Demographic data on Colombia are not very plentiful. We have little evidence 
as to the size and character of the population or its rate of growth before 1912. In 
1825 a census of Gran Colombia was taken; in its execution and publication, the data 
were kept separate for the provinces later to become the republics of Colombia, Ecuador, 
and Venezuela. 1 As published, this census was a simple enumeration, with only an 
elementary classification of the results. It was supplemented the following year by 
a count of the independent native tribes inhabiting the territory. 2 A census of the 
Republic of New Granada was taken in 1838, to be followed by another five years 
later, and a third in 1851. 3 The next estimate was made in 1870, during the period 
of the United States of Colombia. 4 This was supplemented by censuses of the indivi- 
dual states, taken at different times during the following two decades. 5 

The first modern census of Colombia was taken in 1912. Five years later, the Legis- 
lature voted to take a decennial census, beginning in 1918. The census of 1918 was 
published in 1924 as a volume of the Anuario Estadtstico . The census of 1928 is 
not yet available, but accounts of its organization can be found in the reports of the

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Contralor General for 1928 and 1929. 1 In taking the latter census, the newly organized 
Direcci6n del Censo enlisted the aid of the Sociedad de Agricultores, which took charge 
of the rural sections of the country. 

Economic Statistics. 

Only in the field of public finance are there any series of economic data of appreciable 
length available. The principal source of information on fiscal problems is the series 
of annual reports of the Departamento (or Ministerio) de Hacienda. From 1823 on, 
these reports appeared regularly. The early ones included only summary tables de- 
signed to show the financial position of the government; later on, they gradually broad- 
ened to include data on the budget and on foreign commerce and loans, taxation, rail- 
ways, and banking. Budgetary data are given separately in special publications of 
the Department, and also in those of the Departamento del Tesoro i Cr£dito Nacional 
(since 1886, the Ministerio del Tesoro). The government accounts and audits are 
given in the reports of the Departamento de Contraloria. 2 3 

The Ministerio de Hacienda and the Contraloria General have also had direct charge 
of the data on Colombian foreign commerce. In the "seventies, the former agency 
began to separate these figures from the general report, and to issue a volume entitled: 
Estad'tstica del Comercio Esterior i de Cabotaje . The Ministerio de Gobierno published 
an Anuario EstadUtico Comercial for some time. The Direccidn General de Estadistica 
put out an annual resume entitled: Comercio Exterior during the World War; it has 
been continued recently by the Contraloria General.® 

There are very few statistical publications devoted exclusively to transportation 
and communication. The Consejo Administrative de los Ferrocarriles Nacionales 
began to issue a monthly Revista in 1932, which contains current data on the railways 
in great detail. Data on postal affairs can be found in the reports of the Ministerio 
de Correos y Telegrafos. 

Few data on Colombian banking and corporate finance are available for years prior 
to 1923. Since the reorganization during that year of the Banco de la Republica, the 
situation has improved considerably. The Bank has issued regular annual reports 
and statements of its condition. In addition, the Superintendencia Bancaria has 
assembled figures for private banks, and released them in the form of elaborate annual 
reports (Informes) and summary monthly statements entitled: SituaciSn Bancaria 
del Pats . . . . 

The Government of Colombia has published very few works which can be used as 
general sources of economic data. In 1848, the Departamento de Relaciones Esteriores 
issued a statistical compendium largely devoted to data on population. 4 The first 
Anuario EstadUtico did not appear until 1876; it has been issued intermittently since 
then. 5 The Departamento de Contraloria published a Boletin de Estadistica from 
1912 to 1926. Since 1923, the best general source has been the monthly Revista of 
the Banco de la Republica, which includes comprehensive tables and charts of cur- 
rent data, most of which are cumulative. 

At present, the only formal statistical organization in Colombia is the Secci6n de

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Estadistica under the Departamento de Contraloria. Owing to lack of appropriations, 
this Seccidn has been unable to proceed very far without depending for its data upon 
the various ministries. The ministries have been charged with the collection of data 
in their special fields. For instance, it was decreed in 1924 that the Minister of In- 
dustries take charge of the statistics of industry and labor. In that year, the Ministry 
began to publish a Revista de Industrias . Three years later, it added a Boletin de 
Agricultura and a Boletin de Propaganda Agricola . Since 1930, the Oficina de Trabajo 
has also published a Boletin . 

The individual states of Colombia have independendy carried on the collection 
and dissemination of statistical data within their domains. Many of them have cen- 
tral statistical offices which have done considerable work. The State of Antioquia 
has been a leader in this respect. 


ECUADOR. 1 

Census. 

No census of Ecuador has ever been taken. However, the Census of Gran Colombia 
in 1825, taken for the purpose of determining the division of the debt among New 
Granada, Venezuela, and Ecuador, gives the population of the Ecuadorean provinces. 2 
The national census ordered in 1903 was never taken, although a municipal census 
was executed in Quito three years later. 3 The only other sources are the different 
estimates which have been made from time to time, and the demographical data com- 
piled by the Registro Civil since 1913. 


Economic Statistics. 

The work of compiling and publishing purely economic data is in an elementary 
stage. Until very recently, the government has put out no publications designed 
primarily to furnish statistical series. 

It is true that some figures are included in the reports and bulletins of the Minister 
of Finance, which have been issued annually since 1836. These data pertain not only 
to purely fiscal affairs, but also to other phases of national economic life. From 1913 
to 1920, the Ministry also published volumes devoted to the budget. At the same 
time, the Bureau of Revenue issued abstracts, giving the annual receipts and expendi- 
tures of the government. 4 In 1917, the Ministry issued a volume entitled: Deuda 
Public a del Ecuador . 

The first work devoted exclusively to the statistics of foreign commerce was put 
out in 1889 by the Direccidn de Estadistica Comercial. 5 Figures of this character 
have appeared at intervals in various publications since that time. The Superinten- 
dencia de Aduanas published a short series of reports, beginning in 1898. Ten years 
later, the Ministry of Finance began to issue a bulletin devoted to trade statistics,

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in which the data are analyzed in detail. 1 A special volume was issued by the Direccion 
(which was under the Ministry) in 1923, in which the data for the decade 1911-1920 
were subjected to a thorough analysis. 2 The Departamento de Estadistica (organized 
in 1925) and its successor, the present Direccion General de Estadistica, Registro 
Civil y Censo, have handled the publication of these data in the last few years. Sev- 
eral compilations have been prepared, entitled: Comercio Exterior. . . . 3 

One of the prominent early sources of banking data is the Banco del Ecuador (or- 
ganized in 1868) which has issued annual statements and other reports. In 1920, 
the Bank began to issue a Revista , which was continued until 1926. In the following 
year, the first report of the new Banco Central appeared, and also the first number 
of the Bank’s Boletin Mensual. The latter is a fertile general source of current eco- 
nomic data. In 1933, the Banco Hipotecario del Ecuador began to publish a bulletin, 
in which, however, primary attention is given to statistics of agricultural trade and 
production. 4 The Superintendencia de Bancos has issued reports since 1929, and is 
publishing annual consolidated balance sheets for the banks in the country. 

There was no central department of statistics in Ecuador until 1925, when the 
Departamento de Estadistica was organized. Until then, the data were collected by 
the various ministries, among which the Ministry of Finance was the most active. 
Whatever data were collected outside of foreign trade and public finance came within 
the province of the Ministry of the Interior (or Government). In the execution of its 
administrative functions, this Ministry assembled data relating to various branches 
of economic activity, particularly transportation and communication. The reports 
of the Ministerio de Fomento and the Ministerio de Justicia also contain some eco- 
nomic statistics. 

At the end of 1925, the Departamento de Estadistica was organized in order to 
bring all the statistical activity of the government under one roof. The next step was 
taken in 1930, when the Department was united with the Civil Register and re-named 
the Direccidn General de Estadistica, Registro Civil y Censo. At the same time, 
efforts were made to organize offices in the various ministries, which should cooperate 
with the central bureau. The leading publication of the Direcci6n is the Boletin Gen- 
eral de Estadistica , which has appeared since 1931. The Boletin pretends to summarize 
all the data collected currently in Ecuador. There are two other sources, comparable 
to it in scope: the monthly Revista of the Banco Central and the monthly Boletin de 
Hacienda , which has appeared since the beginning of 1928. The latter, issued by the 
Ministry of Finance, is not confined solely to financial affairs, but takes in many other 
economic data. 

The publications of several semi-official trade associations merit attention. In par- 
ticular, the Chambers of Commerce at Quito, Guayaquil, Manta, and Bahia de Cariquez 
all issue periodical organs, and also publish reports from time to time which include 
various economic statistics. 


PARAGUAY. 

Census. 

The population of Paraguay has never been determined with even a fair degree of 
accuracy. Until the last quarter of the nineteenth century, the only evidence as to

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its size was furnished by estimates, the reliability of which is a matter of doubt. 
There is no way of determining how these estimates were formulated; but the figures 
are such as to make a reasonable interpretation of them difficult. The earliest esti- 
mates of which we have record relate to the following years: 177 5, 1828, 1852, 1857, 
1861, and 1872. 1 On March 1, 1886, the first national census was taken, ostensibly 
to determine the size of the legislature. It is significant that the officials did not 
accept the figures of total population reported in this survey. The second and last 
census was executed during the years 1899 and 1900* It has never been published. 
Since that time, estimates have been made periodically. In 1930, a serious attempt 
was made to obtain authorization from the legislature for a third census; it did not 
meet with success. 

Economic Statistics. 

For statistical data on Paraguay, we are forced to depend mainly upon the European 
and North American sources of the type mentioned above. Aside from the Memoria 
of the Ministry of Finance, which extends back to 1881, there is no government serial 
publication available which can furnish a continuous series of data of appreciable length. 
This Memoria includes data relating to foreign commerce as well as the finances and 
debts of the government. In 1913, the Contaduria General y Direccifin del Tesoro 
began to publish a bulletin containing other financial data such as receipts, expendi- 
tures, and statements of the condition of the treasury. Reports on the annual budget 
have also been issued from time to time, by the Ministry of Finance. 

One of the first Paraguayan publications to devote much space to the statistics of 
foreign commerce was the Anuario Estadistico which was published in 1886 by the 
Direccidn General de Estadistica. It was followed by a second issue in 1887. The 
series then lapsed, to be revived for a few years at the time of the World War. The 
Direccidn has published four other volumes, which deal especially with the foreign 
commerce of Paraguay from 19 14 to 1927. Most of the other government publications 
contain a modicum of commercial data. The most recent figures are to be found in 
the annual reports of the Direccidn, published since 1927. 

The banking statistics of Paraguay are rather meager. Aside from the series con- 
tained in the general statistical publications, the sole sources of information are the 
reports of the Banco de la Republica (established in 1907), and the Banco Agricola 
del Paraguay, published over a considerably longer interval of time. 

Data on immigration, colonization, and agriculture have been compiled by the 
Direccidn General de Inmigracidn y Colonizacion and the Direccion de Agricultura. 
The former published several reports between 1906 and 1910, including a statistical 
summary of the immigration movement from 1882 to 1907 2 The latter department 
has issued a Memoria since 1923, and a Boletin since 1924. The Direccidn de Tierras 
y Colonias has also published a Boletin. Finally, there is a special volume entitled: 
Estadistica de la Propiedad Rural , giving data as of 1921. 3 

The main general source of statistical information on Paraguay is the series of vol- 
umes entitled: Anuario Estadistico , which appeared in 1886, 1887, and 1914-1917. 
Aside from foreign commerce, the data principally concern the population, banks, and 
communication system of the country. Since 1927, the Direccion General de Estadistica 
has issued an annual Memoria which has steadily increased in scope; in its latest issue, 
it covers almost all phases of national economic activity. In addition, the Direccion 
has published a quarterly bulletin since 1915, in which current data are presented.

PERU. 

Census. 

The Mereurio Peruano , a serial published in Lima from 1791 to 1795, is the main 
source of early statistical data on the viceroyalty of Peru. 1 It contains not only 
figures on population, but also various economic data. 

The modern history of the Peruvian census begins with the estimate of 1795, made 
while Francisco Gil was viceroy. 2 * 4 A number of estimates were made during the first 
half of the nineteenth century, notably in 1828, 1836, and 1850. The first so-called 
Censo de la RepUblica was not levied until 1862; only two others are on record: those 
of 1876* and 1896.* No national census has been taken since 1896; however, the 
provinces of Callao and Lima have each been surveyed twice, the former in 1905 and 
1920, the latter in 1908 and 1920. 5 * 

Although the Census of 1876 was the most elaborate ever executed in Peru, its 
reliability has been questioned by those in authority.® 

Economic Statistics. 

There are several series of data relating to the public finance of Peru, some of which 
carry back to the first half of the nineteenth century. These are to be found in the 
Memorias and other publications of the Ministerio de Hacienda. Fortunately, much 
of this material has been collected and reprinted in the Anales de la Hacienda Phblica 
del PerU , a series of volumes which aims to cover the period from 1821 to 1895. 7 The 
Ministry has published a long series of budgets ( Presupuesto General ). The govern- 
ment accounts ( Cuenta General) have been inserted in the publications of various 
departments, including the Direccion del Tesoro, 8 the Direccidn de Rentas, and the 
Direccifin de Contabilidad General y Cr6dito. In addition, reports of the Tribunal

1 The loans of the government are given 
special consideration in the reports of the Direcci6n General del Credito Pdblico, issued 
since 1891, and of the Junta de Vigilancia del Credito Publico. The series of reports 
of the Junta is comparatively short, covering the period from 1889 to 1896 only. 

The Ministry of Finance has paid particular attention to the collection and dissemi- 
nation of statistics relating to the customs, and to the importation and exportation 
of merchandise. As early as 1846, it began to issue a report entitled: Balanza Jeneral 
del Comer cio. ... In 1878, a special report on Estadistica Comercial . . . en 1877 
was issued, in 2 volumes, by the Direccion General de Estadistica. During the past 
fifty years, the office in immediate supervision of the data (Superintendencia de 
Aduanas) has published several series of volumes, in which the figures for imports, 
exports, etc., are given in great detail. The Estadtstica General del Comercio Exterior 
is the main series; it has appeared continuously since 1891, under slightly varying 
titles. A series of annual abstracts began to appear in 1 899, which is continuous from 
1913 on. In addition, the Customs Office has put out numerous special works, in- 
cluding an analysis of the imports from 1912 to 1919. 2 Current data have been re- 
leased since 1903, with few interruptions, in the form of a monthly bulletin. 3 

Since the beginning of the present century, the Peruvian government has been 
doing pioneering work among the Latin-American republics in the collection and 
publication of agricultural statistics. The work has been carried on by a special Agri- 
cultural Section of the Ministerio de Fomento. This Seccion (later Direccion) has 
released various bulletins since 1904, many of which are primarily statistical in content. 
The series entitled: Estadistica de la Industria Azucarera carries back to 1911. Similar 
series are devoted to the production of cane sugar (1911 on); rice and rice production 
(1911 on); wheat and wheat production (1918 on); cotton production (1916 on); and 
live stock (1932 on). In addition, a special volume devoted to data on live stock was 
issued in 1917. 

A corresponding section in the Ministerio de Fomento has handled the data relating 
to Peruvian industry and colonization since 1896. From that date until 1917, it pub- 
lished semi-annual reports. Similar materials are available for the mining industry, 
released by a special Seccion de Minas. Other mining data are contained in the pub- 
lications of the Direccidn de Minas y Petroleo, which has issued a Boletin since 1885 
and a Sintesis de la Mineria Peruana since 1924. Much valuable material is located 
in the series of surveys conducted by the Ministerio de Fomento, and published since 
1892 under the title: Padr6n General de Minas. Since 1926, a special commission 
(Comision Carbonero y Siderurgia Nacional) has issued a publication entitled: CarbSn 
y Fierro . And last but certainly not least, the Cuerpo de Ingenieros de Minas has, 
since 1903, performed a substantial service by compiling a vast amount of data re- 
lating to Peruvian mines and publishing them on an annual basis, in connection with 
its Bolettn . 

The early data relating to transportation and communication are to be found in 
the publications sponsored by the Ministerio de Gobierno. In general, data on the 
railways are rather scarce. The Anuario Estadistico de FerrocarrileSy put out by a

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special section of the Ministerio de Fomento, (1929), is the only work of its kind avail- 
able. Some material can be located in the reports, annals, and bulletins of the Direc- 
cion de Obras Pfiblicas. The Cuerpo de Ingenieros Civiles has also done work in this 
direction: during the War, it issued several reports devoted to railways exclusively. 
As for the postal and telegraph service, data within this province have been handled 
by a special Direccion (Correos v Telegrafos), which has printed statistical reports 
from time to time since 1878. 

For data on problems connected with money and banking, the student should con- 
sult the reports of several of the agencies of government. In particular, we may men- 
tion the reports of the Direccion de Administracion, which cover the period from 
1867 to 1910. This is a composite series, including the reports of the mint (Casa 
Nacional de Moneda) and of the examiners (Inspeccidn Fiscal de Bancos Hypotecarios), 
among others. Both of these series have also been released in separate form. The 
banking data of Peru began to assume a much greater significance in 1932, when the 
first annual report of the Superintendencia de Bancos appeared. The Superintendencia 
has also published numerous bulletins since its establishment in 1931* entitled: Situacibn 
de las Empresas Bancarias del Peru. With these two new serials, the banking data 
of Peru have been extended widely in scope. There is a third important serial of 
relatively recent origin: the annual report of the Banco Central de Reserva, which has 
appeared regularly since 1922, when the Bank was established. 

There are very few sources available, other than the general sources named below, 
which contain data relating to the internal trade and prices of commodities and se- 
curities. A Bolsa Comercial was founded in Lima in i860, but not until much later 
did it commence to publish, as appendices to its annual reports, compilations of ex- 
change rates, commodity and security quotations, clearings, and related series. The 
Customs Office has at times, notably in 1903 and 1904, issued data on the internal 
commerce of the country. The Direccion General de Estadfstica has released a special 
publication at five-year intervals beginning in 1920, entitled: Estadistica de Precios y 
Numeros Indicadores. 

Not until 1918 did a general compendium of statistical data make its appearance 
in Peru. 1 In that year, the Direccidn General de Estadistica inaugurated the annual 
publication of a Statistical Abstract (Spanish and English editions). The Abstract is 
the best of its kind in South America, partly by reason of its comprehensiveness, and 
partly on account of the regularity with which it has appeared. There are two other 
comparatively young publications which are designed to cover most of the departments 
of the national life, and at the same time to bring out the information more promptly 
than the Abstract . We refer to the Boletin published since 1929 by the same Direccion, 
and the Boletin Mensual sponsored by the Banco Central de Reserva del Peru. In 
each of these current publications, statistical data are presented in a highly satisfac- 
tory form. 


URUGUAY. 

Census. 

Demographic data in Uruguay covering the first half of the 19 th century consist 
largely of estimates, more or less accurate. The series of estimates begins with that 
of the noted traveler Felix de Azara (1796), and runs through those of Larranga and 
Guerra, Isabelle, Noblet, and Lamas. These calculations are supplemented by two

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municipal enumerations ( padrones ) in Montevideo (1813 and 1816), and an official 
estimate elaborated in 1829 for the country as a whole. 

The first census, recognized officially as such, was completed in a piece-meal fashion 
in 1852-53. It was never published, though it provided a basis for later estimates. 
In i860 the second official census was levied. This was the first Uruguayan census 
to be published as such; it appeared in the first volume of the Registro Estadistica 
(1863), and served for years as a basis of calculation. The next census on record was 
taken and published in 1900. The fourth and last census of Uruguay was taken eight 
years later. It has served up to the present time as a basis for annual estimates. 


Economic Statistics. 

As in other Latin-American countries, the early development and application of 
statistics in Uruguay centered primarily in the field of public finance. The data are 
usually included in the annual reports of the Ministerio de Hacienda. In addition 
the Ministry or its subdivisions has put out a series of publications dealing with specific 
aspects of public finance. Budgetary statistics are assembled in publications entitled: 
Presupuesto General de Gastos, issued since 1883. There is also available a series of 
reports of the Contaduria General which present the receipts and expenditures of 
the government, from 1903 to 1922. Data relating to the country's public debt are 
treated separately in the Memorias of the Junta de Cr6dito Publico (1873) and since 
1896 in the annual reports ( Deuda Publico) of the Oficina del Credito Publico. Since 
1914 the Ministry of Finance has published a Boletin which contains current data 
relating to commerce and finance. 

Data on foreign trade have been handled by various agencies. Until 1874 the Min- 
istry of Finance was in charge of the compilation of the statistics, and published them 
together with other data in its annual reports. Since that year, most of the foreign 
trade figures have been published by the Direccion General de Estadistica. This 
Bureau published a detailed summary entitled: Comercio Exterior y Movimiento de 
Navegacion from 1888 to 1906, when it was taken over by the Direccion General de 
Aduanas. 1 Another useful compilation on Uruguay’s foreign trade is that published 
by the Statistical Bureau under the title: Comercio Exterior de la Republiea Oriental 
del Uruguay , covering the period from 1877 to 1894. Some data on foreign trade are 
also to be found in the annual reports of the Uruguayan Chamber of Commerce, which 
run continuously from 1889 on. Another annual publication which contains material 
on Uruguay’s trade is the annual report of the Administracion Nacional del Puerto 
del Montevideo, published since 1910. 2 * Current data on foreign trade are given in 
bulletins and reviews published either by the Statistical Bureau or by special agencies 
like the Ministerio de Relaciones Exteriores, Seccion Comercial,* or the Direcci6n de 
Comercio Exterior. 4 

Important financial data are published regularly by the Banco de la Republiea 
and the Banco Hipotecario. The former institution has issued an annual report and 
balance sheet since it was established in 1896. 5 In addition, special publications of

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the Bank are available, among which should be mentioned the Sintesis Estadistica 
and the anniversary publication covering the period from 1896 to 1917. 1 The Banco 
Hipotecario has also issued an annual report, since 1893. l 9 3 2 > it began to publish 
a Boletin containing current statistical data relating to its operations. 

Agricultural statistics are scattered in the publications of the various agencies which 
at one time or another have been charged with the task of promoting agriculture and 
cattle-breeding in Uruguay. The best sources of information for the earlier period 
are the reports of these agencies. The most important are the reports of the Comision 
Central de Agricultural the functions of which were taken over by the Departamento 
de Ganaderfa y Agricultura in 1898. 3 Another important source of information is 
the Anuario de Estadistica Agrtcola> published since 189a. 4 A third statistical series 
is available in the form of an annual publication issued by the Departamento, entitled: 
Estadistica de Cereales y Oleaginosos, which covers the period from 1898/99 to 1 906/07 . 5 
The Departamento has also issued special reports, prominent among which are the 
Censo Ganadero de la Re public a . . . 1900 , and the Estadistica Viticola de la Republica 
(for the years 1898 and 1902). Finally, current agricultural data have been published 
in a Boletin , which appeared regularly from 1913 to 1924. Some scattered figures 
may also be found in the annual reports of the Ministerio de Industria, Trabajo e 
Instruccion (published from 1907 to 1917). 

The collection of transportation statistics has been in the hands of the Direccion 
de Ferrocarriles y Tranvias (at first the Oficina de Control de Ferrocarriles). The 
Direccion has published an annual report since 1895, containing data on the railroads 
of the country.® Communication statistics have been in charge of the Direccion 
General de Correos y Tel6grafos, which has published a Memoria since 1879, and a 
Boletin since 1919. In addition, the Direccion has issued a special report entitled: 
TeUgrajos y Telefonos Nacionales , covering the period from 1892 to 1899. 

Labor statistics in Uruguay are in a formative stage. The collection of data on 
labor and allied problems is in the hands of the Oficina del Trabajo, which has done 
considerable work in this field. In 1919, it published an Anuario Estadistico which, 
however, was not repeated. Between 1913 and 1920, the Oficina issued a Boletin in 
which it presented current statistical data on employment, salaries, and related topics. 
In addition, the Bureau of Labor has put out several special studies, the most im- 
portant of which are the following: Salarios de Obreros (1908), and Accidentes del Trabajo , 
Cuadros Estadistico s . . . (1909). 

Until 1874, the various ministries of the government in Uruguay collected such 
facts as were necessary to the proper discharge of their functions. In that year, a 
statistical bureau (Direccion General de Estadistica) was organized, in an effort to 
coordinate the statistical work of the ministries. The Bureau has since performed 
the function of a central statistical office. Its principal medium has been the Anuario

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Estadistico , whose initial volume appeared in 1884. 1 Strengthened in 1914 by a law 
of reorganization, the Direccion has been able to extend its activities since that time 
into practically every field of national economic life. Its Anuario has steadily ex- 
panded: the recent issues include numerous series, some of which go back more than 
fifty years. At present, the Anuario consists of four parts: the first is devoted to ter- 
ritorial and demographic questions, the second to various phases of the country’s 
economic life, the third to foreign trade, and the fourth to transportation and com- 
munication. 

Since 1918, the Direccion has also issued a brief Sintesis Estadistica , and, since 1927, 
a current Bolettn . 


VENEZUELA. 

Census. 

A series of estimates and actual provincial counts of the population of Venezuela 
extends far back into colonial days. These estimates were incomplete and necessarily 
inaccurate; probably the most reliable calculation is that made in 1810 by von 
Humboldt. 2 

The first official census of the Venezuelan provinces was taken in 1825. It was 
really a census of all Gran Colombia, but the data were given in separate form for 
the provinces which now form the three republics of Venezuela, Colombia, and Ecuador. 3 
The first census of Venezuela as an independent state came in 1838; it was simply a 
calculation made from various provincial censuses taken at widely different times. 
In the following year, a conservative estimate was made by Codazzi. From 1844 to 
1857, t ^ ie government on five occasions assembled data on population; their complete- 
ness and accuracy have been doubted. 

The first modern census was executed in 1873. 4 It was followed by a second in 1881. 5 
In a comparative study, Sievers pointed out many inconsistencies between the two 
surveys. 6 

The last three censuses of Venezuela were taken in 1890, 1910, and 1925. 7 The 
quality of the work has shown steady improvement, along with the development of a 
deep interest in statistics during the past generation. 

Economic Statistics. 

The data on Venezuelan finance are relatively complete, covering the period from 
1830 to the present time. For the greater part of the period, these data have been

under the jurisdiction of the Ministry of Finance (and Public Credit), the annual 
report of which is the principal source of information. The Memoria de Hacienda 
contains figures relating to all the fiscal activities of the government: revenues and 
expenditures, budgets, public debts, etc. The data are analyzed in some detail. Since 
1 866, accounts of government debts, receipts and disbursements have also been pre- 
sented separately in a serial entitled: Cuenta General . 1 In 1933, Ministerio de 
Hacienda issued a special statistical report entitled: Cridito dela Naci6n> which presents 
an analysis of internal and external debts and their service during the preceding quarter 
century. In addition, the Ministry has published a Boletin , the first number of which 
appeared in 1923. 

Statistics relating to foreign commerce rank second to those on public finance. 
Many of the data are included in the publications of the Ministry of Finance named 
above. In 1873, when the Direccion General de Estadistica was established, the 
data were placed in a separate publication entitled: Estadistica Mercantil y Maritima , 
which continued a few years only. (It was resumed with the 1902/03 number, by the 
Ministry of Finance). The analysis of the statistical material in these volumes is quite 
elaborate. 

There are several good general sources of data relating to the economic life of Vene- 
zuela. The annual reports of the Ministerio de Fomento (1863 on) contain various 
statistical series relating to mining, population, commerce, railways, etc. From 1873 
on, many of these series were under the supervision of a Direcci6n General de Estadistica 
subordinate to the Ministry. The Direccion published a comprehensive Memoria in 
1873, a nd again in 1874. It also conducted a large survey of the geography and trans- 
portation facilities of the country, the results of which were published in a series called: 
Apuntes Estadisticos. . . ? In 1877, it began to issue an Anuario Estadistico y which 
aimed to cover all the statistical data collected by the various departments of the 
government. The Anuario has not been issued continuously since that time: it was 
stopped in 1894, to be resumed in 1908 and stopped again four years later. Its later 
issues were quite comprehensive. In 1912, for example, the economic material was 
divided into five sections: commerce, chambers of commerce, transportation and 
communication, real estate, and banking; in addition, a special section was devoted 
to territory and population. Another good general source is the compilation by Manuel 
Landaeta Rosales, in which are assembled many long series of data. 3 

Current economic data have been released by various government agencies through 
the medium of a monthly bulletin. From 1891 to 1893, the Direcci6n General de 
Estadistica published a bi-weekly Boletin de la Riqueza Public a containing data on 
industrial production, commerce, and national wealth. From 1904 to 1909, the Direc- 
cion de Estadistica y Inmigracidn issued a similar organ. Since then, the publication 
has been continued intermittently by the Ministerio de Fomento; at present, it con- 
tains the data relating to oil, mining, railroads, population, immigration, and com- 
munications. From 1920 to 1924, the Direccion de Politica Comercial also issued a 
monthly Boletin Comercial e Industrial . Current data on exchange, exports of staples, 
and security and commodity quotations are given out monthly in the Boletin de la 
Camara de Comercio de Caracas .

There are a few other sources of economic data of a particular nature. The Banco 
de Venezuela has published a semi-annual Informe since 1890, the years of its estab- 
lishment, which includes data relating to the Bank's affairs. In addition, the Bank 
issues a semi-annual consolidated balance sheet of the domestic and foreign banks in 
Venezuela. In 1914 and 1920, special surveys of the national railway system were 
conducted by the Ministerio de Obras Publicas; the results of each were published 
under the title: Los F err ocarr ties. Additional data on the transportation facilities of 
the country are given from time to time in the annual reports of the Ministry, which 
have been issued since 1875. 

In conclusion, we may point out that several states of Venezuela maintain inde- 
pendent statistical offices. These offices have assembled and published statistical data 
which should not be overlooked by a student of Venezuelan economic life. 
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
